To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500  for  the  proper  observance  of  Armistice  Day,  as  petitioned  for 
by  the  American  Legion. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law  or  some  modification  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  regulating 
billboards  or  other  outdoor  advertising  devices: 

Section  1.  Authorization.  In  conformity  with  the  General  Laws 
and  lawful  state  regulations  for  the  proper  control  and  restric- 
tion of  outdoor  advertising  devices,  and  without  relaxing  any  re- 
strictions on  saiS  devices  imposed  by  such  regulations,  said  de- 
vices in  the  town  of  Swampscott  are  hereby  further  restricted 
as  provided  in  the  following  sections: 

Section  2.  Exemptions.  This  by-law  shall  apply  exclusively  to  out- 
door advertising  within  public  view  of  any  highway,  public  park 
or  reservation.  It  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  con- 
trolled under  the  provisions  of  Sectional,  2  or  8,  of  Chapter  85, 
General  Laws,  or  to  signs  or  other  devices  on  or  in  the  rolling 
stock,  stations,  subways  or  structures  of  or  used  by  common 
carriers,  except  advertising  devices  on  bridges  or  viaducts  or 
abutments  thereof;  and,  except  for  lawful  restrictions  as  to  size 
and  location,  it  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  which 
advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying  the  premises  in 
question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon  or  advertise  the 
property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let  and 
which  contain  no  other  advertising  matter.  It  also  shall  not  ap- 
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ply  to  any  advertising  device  legally  permitted  and  maintained 
on  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  by-law,  until  one  year  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  July  next  following  said  date. 
Section  3.  Definitions: 

"Advertising  devices"   shall  mean  billboards,  painted  bulletins, 
poster  panels,  signs,  placards  and  other  outdoor  units  designed 
to  call  public  attention  to  the  matter  displayed  thereon. 
"Advertising  sign"  or  "sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising 
device. 

"Sign-board"  shall  mean  any  structure  designed  for  displaying 
an  outdoor  advertisement. 
"Highway"  shall  mean  any  public  way. 

"Public  Park"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  of  at  least  five 
thousand  square  feet  set  apart  for  beauty  and  public  enjoyment. 
"Public  reservation"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  set  apart 
for  recreational  use,  as  a  state  or  municipal  forest,  as  a  protec- 
tion to  a  public  water  supply,  as  a  memorial,  or  cemetery,  or  as 
a  place  of  unusual  scenic  or  historical  interest. 
"Permitted"  shall  mean  authorized  by  an  official  permit. 
"Display"  shall  mean  to  make  or  maintain  visible  from  any 
highway,  public  park  or  reservation. 

"Area"  of  a  sign  or  signboard  shall  mean  the  area  of  the  face 
view  of  the  entire  device,  including  all  attachments  except  sup- 
ports and  lattice  at  the  base  thereof. 

"Residential  District"  shall  mean  any  area  zoned  as  residential. 
"Non-conforming  business"  shall  mean  a  business  located  in  a 
residential  or  rural  district,  other  than  such  rural  business  as 
farming  or  the  raising  and  sale  on  the  same  premises  of  farm, 
garden  or  orchard  products. 

"Lawful  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device  not 
prohibited  by  any  provision  of  law  or  by  any  lawful  regulation. 
"Accessory  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device 
which  carries  only  advertisments  strictly  incidental  and  subor- 
dinate to  a  lawful  use  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located, 
including  signs  indicating  business  transacted  or  goods  sold  or 
produced  on  the  premises  or  an  occupant  thereof,  but  not  in- 
cluding any  sign  sold  or  rented  to  an  outside  party. 
"Sign  on  a  wall"  shall  mean  a  sign  closely  attached  throughout 
to  and  facing  with  that  wall,  or  in  a  window  or  door  therein. 
"Lot"  shall  mean  a  plot  of  ground  containing  and  devoted  to 
the  purposes  of  a  building,  or  laid  out  to  contain  a  building,  with 
all  required  open  spaces;  or  a  larger  tract  of  unbuilt,  undivided 
land  under  one  ownership. 
Section  4.  General  Restrictions.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  erect,  display  or  main- 
tain any  billboard  or  other  outdoor  advertising  device,  not  ex- 
empted by  Section  2  hereof,  except  those  specified  in  paragraphs 
(a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  and  (e)  of  this  section. 

(a)  In  districts  not  of  a  residential  or  rural  character,  any  law- 
ful sign  on  or  attached  to  a  wall  of  a  building  or  any  law- 
ful ground  or  roof  sign  or  sign  board  no  part  of  which  ex- 
tends over  fifteen  feet  above  the  part  of  the  ground  or  roof 
on  which  it  stands. 

(b)  In  a  residential  or  rural  district,  any  lawful  accessory  sign 
or  signs  not  exceeding  five  square  feet  in  aggregate  area 
on  any  one  building  or  lot;  or  any  lawful  sign  or  signs  ad- 
vertising only  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  premises,  not  ex- 
ceeding a  total  area  of  ten  square  feet;  or,  on  the  prem- 
ises of  any  public  building,  or  of  any  farm,  garden,  tree- 
nursery  or  forest,  any  lawful  accessory  signs  not  exceed- 
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ing  all  together  fifteen  square  feet  in  area  within  the  limits 
of  said  premises;  or  any  lawful  accessory  signs  on  the 
front  wall  of  any  building  occupied  by  a  non-conforming 
business. 

(c)  Any  lawful  sign  not  exceeding  thirty-two  square  feet  in 
area  displayed  by  the  town,  or  any  sign  displayed  by  the 
United  States,  the  state  or  the  county,  relative  to  govern- 
ment business. 

(d)  At  any  boundary  line  of  the  town  a  lawful  sign  not  ex- 
ceeding five  square  feet  in  area  indicating  the  meetings  of 
any  civic  organization  located  therein. 

(e)  On  property  owned  or  principally  occupied  by  a  religious, 
civic  or  charitable  organization,  association  of  war  veter- 
ans or  the  like,  any  lawful  accessory  sign  displayed  by 
written  permission  of  the  Selectmen  and  approval  of  the 
inspector  of  buildings  if  any,  for  a  limited  period  not  ex- 
ceeding sixty  days. 

Section  5.  Set-backs.  No  advertising  sign  or  signboard  shall  be  per- 
mitted or  allowed  to  be  so  located  as  to  obstruct  a  view  between 
any  points  on  connecting  streets  within  fifty  feet  of  a  corner 
of  the  rights  of  way;  or  to  obstruct  any  door,  window  or  fire 
escape  on  a  building;  or,  if  on  a  roof,  to  be  set  nearer  than  one- 
half  its  height  to  the  wall  thereof  on  a  street  front;  or,  in  a  res- 
idential district,  to  extend  more  than  six  inches  nearer  to  any 
boundary  of  the  lot  or  premises  on  which  it  is  located  than  it 
would  be  lawful  to  maintain  a  building,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  (d)  of  Section  4. 

Section  6.  Prohibitions.  Except  signs  exempted  under  Section  2,  no 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  be  permitted  or  al- 
lowed to  erect,  display  or  maintain  any  billboard  or  other  out- 
door advertising  device  in  any  district. 

(a)  Except  the  owner  or  a  tenant  occupant  of  the  premises 
where  it  is  located,  or  a  party  holding  written  permission 
from  either  to  display  the  device  for  a  limited  period,  which 
party's  name  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  thereon; 

(b)  Upon  any  rock,  tree,  fence  or  pole; 

(c)  Within  one  hundred  feet  of  any  church,  public  building, 
monument  or  memorial,  or  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
any  public  park,  playground,  or  public  reservation,  if  with-, 
in  view  from  any  portion  thereof;  except  that  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  accessory  signs  on  the  walls  of 
buildings; 

(d)  If  it  contains  any  obscene,  indecent  or  immoral  matter; 

(e)  Unless  all  parts  and  attachments  and  the  ground  about  the 
base  thereof  are  kept  in  neat  and  safe  condition. 

Section  7.  Administration.  No  advertising  device  for  which  a  permit 
from  any  state  authority  is  required  shall  be  erected,  displayed 
or  maintained  in  the  town  until  five  days  after  a  permit  there- 
for, or  a  true  copy  thereof,  has  been  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Whenever  notice  of  an  application  for  such  a  permit  is  received 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  he  shall  immediately  transmit  it  to  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings  or  other  officer,  if  any,  charged  with  the 
administration  of  this  by-law.  Such  officer,  or  in  the  lack  of  such 
officer,  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  thereupon  make  an  examination  of 
the  case  and,  as  promptly  as  possible,  within  thirty  days  of  the 
receipt  of  the  application  by  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  send  written 
notice  to  the  state  authority  to  whom  the  application  is  ad- 
dressed, stating  whether  or  not  the  proposed  advertising  device 
would  violate  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  and,  if  so,  what  pro- 
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vision.  Like  notice  shall  be  sent  also  to  the  applicant  and  to  the 
owner  or  tenant  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  device. 

At  least  twenty-five  days  before  an  outdoor  advertising  de- 
vice not  requiring  a  permit  from  any  state  authority  and  not 
exempted  under  Section  2  shall  be  erected  or  displayed  in  the 
town,  a  description  thereof  and  of  its  proposed  location  shall  be 
filed  with  the  town  clerk,  after  which  the  procedure  shall  be  the 
same  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph  in  the  case  of 
an  application  for  a  state  permit,  except  that  notice  whether  or 
not  the  device  would  violate  any  provision  of  the  law  shall  be 
sent,  within  twenty  days  after  receipt  of  the  description,  only 
,to  the  party  filing  the  same  and  to  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the 
proposed  location. 
Section  8.  Penalties  and  Enforcement.  Whoever  violates  any  provi- 
sions of  sections  4,  5  or  6  hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemean- 
or and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  whoever  after  final  conviction  for  such  violation  un- 
lawfully displays  such  outdoor  advertising  device  for  twenty 
days  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  Selectmen  or  any  officer  charged  with  the  enforcement 
of  this  by-law  shall  cause  any  such  violator  to  be  prosecuted; 
and  shall  notify  the  state  regulatory  authority  of  Outdoor  Ad- 
vertising of  any  and  all  violations  of  lawful  state  regulations. 

Any  town  officer  or  any  interested  party  may  petition  the 
Superior  Court  in  equity  to  enjoin  the  erection  of  maintenance 
of  any  outdoor  advertising  device  erected  or  maintained  in  vio- 
lation of  any  provision  of  this  by-law.  Town  officials  shall  have 
the  same  right  and  power  to  cause  the  removal  of  any  outdoor 
advertising  device  as  of  any  structure  or  building  maintained  in 
violation  of  a  by-law. 
Section  9.    If  any  provision  of  this  by-law  is  declared  unconstitution- 
al or  illegal  by  any  court,  the  validity  of  the  remaining  provi- 
sions shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 
Section  10.    All  regulations  for  outdoor  advertising  devices  hereto- 
fore adopted  by  the  town  and  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  foregoing  sections  are  hereby  repealed. 
Article  59.    To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise, 
under  any  general  or  special  law  which  authorizes  the  town  to  raise 
money  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  articles. 

The  polls  will  close  at  6.00  P.M. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  an  attest- 
ed copy  thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Post  Offices,  at  least  one  public 
and  conspicuous  place  in  each  precinct  in  the  town,  and  at  or  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  each  railroad  station  in  the  town,  seven  days 
before  the  day  appointed  for  said  meeting.

ADJOURNED  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
Monday,  February  24,  1936. 

In  accordance  with  the  adjournment  of  February  17,  1936,  the 
town  meeting  members  assembled  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  were  called 
to  order  by  John  R.  Hurlburt,  Moderator.  The  new  town  meeting 
members  were  sworn  in  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

It  was  voted  to  omit  the  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last  meet- 
ing. 

Voted:  Article  3.  That  the  reports  of  town  officials,  boards  and 
committees  be  accepted. 

The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  read  by  Andrew  B. 
Holmes,  Chairman. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting: 

The  conditions  of  our  existence  throughout  the  entire  country 
at  the  present  time  are  placing  a  heavy  burden  upon  resources  in 
order  to  maintain  an  equilibrium  in  our  social  structure  that  will 
produce  peace  and  comfort  to  our  people. 

But  Swampscott  is  a  snug  little  town,  one  of  the  smallest  in 
area  in  the  State  and  not  too  large  population,  a  class  of  people  in 
general  who  are  sensible,  conservative  and  progressive  with  eyes  on 
betterments  and  improvements  that  will  ultimately  be  achieved. 
Therefore  it  should  be  governed  with  a  minimum  of  expense. 

So  at  the  moment,  with  problems  of  increasing  requirements  for 
the  welfare  assistance,  decreasing  total  valuation  of  assessable  pro- 
perty, the  large  percentage  of  uncollected  taxes  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  and  anticipated  extra  costs  of  operating  the  various  town 
departments,  we  have  been  greeted  with  a  willingness  of  co-opera- 
tion in  the  allocation  of  town  monies  to  permit  a  budget  which  will 
allow  the  town  to  operate,  care  for  the  needy,  show  a  progressive 
front  with  favorable  comparison  against  previous  years. 

In  making  our  recommendation  on  the  articles  of  the  warrant 
we  have  been  greatly  aided  by  co-operation  of  citizens  and  town 
officials  and  have  arrived  at  mutual  understandings  on  budget  re- 
quirements which  should  result  in  harmonious  adoption  of  the  ap- 
propriations for  this  year,  allowing  your  committee  to  act  as  a  clear- 
ing house  for  the  common  good. 

Article  4 — We  recommend  that  the  Town  Clerk  be  required  to 
furnish  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  the  custo- 
dian of  Trust  Funds  be  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5 — We  recommend  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  up 
to  $600,000  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1936,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accor- 
dance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  6  We  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  Surveyor  of 

Highways  and  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  be  the  same  as  the 
year  1935. 

Article  8  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Article  9  We  recommend  that  the  item  for  water  oi  ?7o,000  be 

taken  from  the  estimated  receipts  of  the  Water  Department  for  the 

current  year.  ,  •  ^  -,  j.

Article  10 — In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  committee  has  already 
made  a  comprehensive  study  and  report  pertaining  to  a  Board  of 
Public  Works,  which  was  later  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee 
and  has  since  been  acted  upon  by  the  Town  Meeting  members,  we 
believe  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  appropriate  any  further  funds. 
We  recommend  that  the  present  Finance  Committee  be  empowered  to 
give  the  matter  of  a  Board  of  Public  Works  further  study  and  bring 
their  recommendations  before  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  called  at 
a  future  date. 

Article  12 — We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  or  their  repre- 
sentative be  authorized  to  sell  property  taken  by  the  town  under 
tax  title  procedure,  after  first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
sale  by  posting  such  notice  of  sale  in  some  public  place  in  the  town 
at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  sale,  and  that  they  or  whosoever 
they  may  authorize  to  hold  such  public  auction  may  reject  any  bid 
v/hich  they  deem  inadequate. 

Article  13 — As  the  town  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  arti- 
cle last  year  we  do  not  believe  that  conditions  causing  such  a  vote 
have  been  changed,  we  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this 
article  be  Indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  14 — In  order  to  close  out  unused  balances  from  loan 
orders  we  recommend  the  High  School  Committee  $1.90  and  Stanley 
School  $41.71  be  transferred  to  the  account  of  New  High  School 
building. 

Article  15 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $43.67  be  appropri- 
ated to  the  account  of  unpaid  bills  contracted  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1936, 
which  remained  unpaid  at  the  time  of  closing  the  books  for  1935: 
Soldiers'  Relief,  $6.95;  Tree  Warden,  $12.11;  Fire,  $24.61. 

Article  16 — While  there  seems  to  be  justification  in  the  claims 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  World  War  Honor  Roll  Committee  in  en- 
deavoring to  recover  the  sum  of  $230.24  expended  by  him  personally, 
we  do  not  believe  that  the  Finance  Committee  should  establish  the 
precedent  of  refunding  unauthorized  amounts  spent  personally  by 
any  individual,  we  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  17 — In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  this  article  should 
not  be  acted  on  until  specific  bills  bearing  the  approval  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  have  been  submitted  to  the  Town  Accountant 
and  have  been  furnished  to  this  Committee.  Accordingly  we  recom- 
mend action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  18 — For  the  same  reason  as  given  in  Article  17  we  rec- 
ommend action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  19 — We  believe  the  salaries  paid  by  the  town  are  very 
fair  and  do  not  desire  to  increase  or  decrease  them.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  to

appoint  one  of  its  own  members  as  agent  and  investigating  officer 
and  fix  the  salary  at  $800  for  the  year  1936  as  provided  by  Chapter 
41,  Sec.  4 A  of  the  General  Laws.  (Ter.  Ed.) 

Article  20 — We  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  the  Park  Commission,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
and  the  Planning  Board  to  appoint  a  member  of  their  respective 
boards  to  act  as  secretary  thereof  and  receive  pay  which  has  been 
provided  for  in  the  several  above  mentioned  budgets  as  provided  by 
Chapter  41,  Section  4A  of  the  General  Laws.  (Ter.  Ed.) 

Article  21 — As  we  have  cared  for  a  conservative  expansion  along 
this  line  in  another  article,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  22 — We  believe  that  the  town  should  extend  permanent 
road  construction  gradually  each  year.  We  recommend  that  $4,000 
be  appropriated  to  resurface  a  piece  of  road  approximately  900  feet 
along  Farragut  Road,  from  the  Junction  of  Walker  Road  to  Ellis 
Road,  using  bituminous  macadam,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor 
of  Highways. 

Article  23 — As  this  fence  does  not  seem  to  be  in  the  immediate 
need  of  rebuilding,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  24 — As  the  location  on  Bay  View  Drive  mentioned  in 
this  article  creates  a  hazard  to  the  public  safety  we  recommend  that 
$150  be  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  a  fence  as  recommended 
by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  25 — As  a  portion  of  the  fence  on  Humphrey  street  at 
Blaney  Beach  needs  repairing  as  well  as  a  cement  step  at  this  loca- 
tion, we  recommend  that  $100  be  appropriated  for  repairs,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  26 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $150  be  appropriated 
to  repair  the  leaking  roofs  at  the  town  yard,  as  recommended  by  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  27 — We  do  not  believe  a  motor  driven  sidewalk  plow 
necessary  at  this  time. 

As  the  truck  mentioned  in  this  article  is  approximately  eleven 
years  old  and  is  costing  the  town  considerable  money  for  repairs,  if 
the  present  efficiency  of  the  Highway  Department  is  to  be  main- 
tained we  believe  a  new  truck  is  absolutely  necessary.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $6500  be  appropriated  along  with  the 
trade-in  value  of  the  present  old  truck. 

Article  28 — As  the  amount  asked  for  in  this  article  has  been 
cared  for  in  the  Highway  budget,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  29 — We  recommend  that  Sherwood  road  be  accepted  as 
a  public  way  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  accordance 
with  the  plan  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  and  that  $475  be  ap- 
propriated therefor. 

Article  30 — ^We  recommend  that  Beverly  road  be  accepted  as  a 
public  way  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  and  that  $400  be  appro- 
priated therefor. 

Article  31 — As  action  has  been  taken  on  Article  10  by  the 
Town  Meeting  covering  the  desired  purpose  of  this  article  we  recom- 
mend that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  32 — As  the  amount  called  for  in  this  article  has  been 
cared  for  in  the  budget  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  33 — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  town  gave  $500  for 
materials  for  recreational  projects  No.  5123  and  the  government  pro- 
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vided  $11,000  for  instruction,  we  recommend  that  $195  be  appropri- 
ated for  rent  of  recreational  quarters. 

Article  34 — This  article  was  given  thorough  consideration  and 
inasmuch  as  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  danger  of  unhealthy 
conditions  and  the  plumbing  is  in  satisfactory  condition,  we  recom- 
mend that  action  Qn  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  35— We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $390  be  transferred 
from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  for  the  purpose  of  relaying  the 
water  main  in  Porter  place,  a  distance  of  184  feet,  as  recommended 
by  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  36— We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $440  be  transferred 
from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  for  the  purpose  of  relaying  the 
water  main  in  Lawrence  terrace,  a  distance  of  225  feet,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  37 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $340  be  transferred 
from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  for  the  purpose  of  relaying  the 
water  main  in  Stearns  street,  a  distance  of  200  feet,  as  recommend- 
ed by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  38 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $190  be  transferred 
from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  for  the  purpose  of  relaying  the 
water  main  in  Aycliffe  road,  a  distance  of  175  feet,  as  recommended 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  39 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $425  be  transferred 
from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  for  the  purpose  of  relaying  the 
water  main  in  Mountain  avenue,  a  distance  of  265  feet,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  40 — As  the  amount  asked  for  in  this  article  has  been 
cared  for  in  the  Water  Department  budget,  we  recommend  that  ac- 
tion on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  41 — Considerable  money  has  been  appropriated  from 
year  to  year  to  improve  the  fire  alarm  system.  The  circuit  has  been 
split  up  to  give  the  town  ample  protection.  As  the  present  fire  sta- 
tion is  more  or  less  a  fire  hazard  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$3,950  be  appropriated  to  build  a  small  fire-proof  building  to  house 
fire  alarm  apparatus,  purchase  a  repeater,  transmitter,  battery 
racks,  terminal  cabinet,  etc.,  and  to  do  necessary  work  to  put  same 
in  working  order,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers. 

Article  42 — The  Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Superintendent  is  now 
forced  to  pay  $265  per  year  rent  for  the  storage  of  equipment.  We 
recommend  that  $300  be  appropriated  to  remodel  the  building  now 
located  on  the  Highway  Department  land  on  Paradise  road,  known 
as  the  Tree  Department  Locker. 

Article  43 — The  Moth  Superintendent  agrees  this  is  not  abso- 
lutely necessary  this  year.  We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on 
this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  44 — The  present  truck  in  use  by  the  Moth  and  Tree  de- 
partment is  approximately  six  years  old,  necessitating  a  lot  of  ex- 
penditures. We  recommend  the  sum  of  $725  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  IV2  ton  truck  along  with  the  trade-in  of  the 
present  truck,  as  recommended  by  the  Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Su- 
perintendent. 

Article  45 — We  do  not  believe  it  advisable  at  this  time  to  appro- 
priate any  money  for  Fourth  of  July  celebration  and  we  recommend 
that  action  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  46 — As  we  have  cared  for  the  complete  maintenance  of 
the  various  departments  along  M^ith  a  conservative  expansion  pro- 
gram we  do  not  believe  it  advisable  to  extend  our  activities  too 
broadly,  which  would  require  additional  expense  for  equipment  and 
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maintenance,  we  recommend  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  47 — For  the  same  reason  as  set  forth  in  Article  46,  we 
recommend  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  48 — For  the  same  reason  as  set  forth  in  Article  46,  we 
recommend  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  49 — For  the  same  reason  as  set  forth  in  Article  46,  we 
recommend  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1  to  De- 
cember 31,  1935,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by 
Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1  to  De- 
cember 31,  1935,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant  and  the 
treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed, 
the  necessary  ledger  adjusting  entries  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1935. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  bal- 
ance on  January  31,  1936,  was  verified  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  trust 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed. 
The  income  was  proved  and  the  disbursements  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  since  the  previous 
audit  were  checked  with  the  deeds  on  file  and  the  tax  title  account 
was  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments,  as 
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well  as  of  the  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable,  were 
verified.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  abatements, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  large  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town.  Among  the  replies  received  were 
two  claims  from  taxpayers  to  the  effect  that  their  taxes,  aggregat- 
ing $314.56,  were  paid  but  not  credited  on  the  books  of  the  town. 
These  claims  were  investigated,  and  upon  receipt  of  proper  proof 
of  payment,  the  above  amount  of  |314.56  was  charged  to  the  collec- 
tor, who,  in  the  course  of  the  audit,  deposited  the  sum  of  $303.32  in 
the  town  treasury  to  adjust  one  of  the  items  mentioned  above. 

It  was  again  necessary  to  do  a  substantial  amount  of  detailed 
checking  of  cash  postings  in  order  to  prove  the  collector's  accounts. 
It  is  urged  that  the  cash  books  be  written  up  daily,  that  a  reconcil- 
iation of  cash  be  made  at  the  close  of  each  day,  and  that  the  entries 
on  the  cash  books  be  checked  back  periodically  to  the  several  com- 
mitment books  in  order  that  clerical  errors  may  be  located  and  ad- 
justed promptly. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  were  ex- 
amined, the  payments  to  the  State  being  verified  with  the  receipts 
on  file,  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
the  selectmen,  and  the  building  and  plumbing  inspectors,  as  well  as 
of  the  police,  school,  library,  park,  and  cemetery  departments,  were 
examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  and  compared  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition  of  the  sev- 
eral trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  1  to 
June  80,  1936,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by 
Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period 
from  January  1  to  June  30,  1936,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  were 
examined  and  checked  for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  town  accountant's  books  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
receipts  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book 
and  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
while  the  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  rec- 
ords of  disbursements  and  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
the  expenditures  of  town  funds. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  drawn  off,  and 
after  the  necessary  adjusting  entries  were  made,  a  balance  sheet, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  June  30,  1936,  was 
prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  appropriations  as  recorded  on  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
town  meetings  were  listed  and  checked  to  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  town 
collector's  record  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  with  the  accountant's 
books,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  the  town  received 
money,  while  the  disbursements  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  balance  on  July  25,  1936,  was  verified  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  treasurer's  record  of  tax  titles  hold  by  the  town  was  checked 
with  the  tax  title  deeds  on  file  and  proved  to  the  accountant's  records. 

The  town  collector's  books  and  accounts  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  assessments,  and  departmental  accounts 
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outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited, 
and  all  subsequent  commitment  of  taxes,  assessments,  and  depart- 
mental accounts  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  warrants 
issued  by  the  board  of  assessors  and  the  several  departments.  The 
recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  commitment  books  and 
Vv^ith  the  accountant's  ledger,  the  abatements  were  compared  with 
the  assessors'  and  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ac- 
countant's ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  summaries  of  the  tax,  water,  and 
departmental  accounts  receivable. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  numerous  errors  in  the  clerical  work 
of  the  town  collector's  office,  which  made  it  necessary  to  check  all 
postings  in  detail  in  order  to  correct  and  adjust  the  accounts.  This 
procedure  greatly  increased  the  length  and  cost  of  the  audit  and  it 
is  urged  again  that  a  determined  effort  be  made  in  the  collector's 
office  to  make  a  periodic  verification  of  all  postings  to  the  commit- 
ment books. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog  and  of  sporting  licenses  issued 
were  examined.  The  payments  to  the  State  were  verified  with  the 
receipts  on  file,  while  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  records  of  the  selectmen,  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
building  and  plumbing  inspectors,  and  the  school,  library,  and  ceme- 
tery departments  were  examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked 
and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  account- 
ant's books. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  summaries  of  the 
several  departmental  accounts. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

"^he  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1936,  together  with  those  of  its  various  officers: 

During  the  first  ten  months  of  this  year  only  351  cases  of  com- 
municable diseases  had  been  reported,  making  a  total  of  47  cases 
less  than  reported  during  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Beginning  in 
November  there  was  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Chicken 
Pox,  Measles,  Mumps  and  Whooping  Cough  cases  with  the  result 
■that  222  more  cases  have  been  reported  than  during  1935.  The  in- 
crease, however,  has  not  been  confined  to  this  community  alone,  but 
has  been  experienced  in  all  surrounding  cities  and  towns  and 
throughout  this  and  other  States  as  well. 

One  case  of  adult  diphtheria  has  been  reported,  although  re- 
peated examinations  of  nose  and  throat  cultures  were  found  to  be 
negative. 

No  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  or  ty- 
phoid fever  have  been  reported  this  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  1935,  16  of  the  21 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported  during  that  year  occurred  during  the 
first  six  months  and  that  40  of  the  43  cases  reported  this  year  oc- 
curred during  the  same  period.  Three  of  the  cases  reported  this  year 
were  those  of  children  who  had  been  previously  reported  as  having 
had  the  disease. 

Three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  of  tuberculo- 
sis of  the  spine  have  been  reported  this  year.  One  patient  has  been 
discharged  and  three  admitted  to  Essex  Sanatorium.  There  are  four 
cases  at  the  present  time  needing  hospital  care. 

Fifty-nine  citizens  and  eleven  non-residents  have  been  bitten  by 
dogs  the  past  year.  Examination  of  the  heads  of  three  dogs  showed 
that  they  were  afflicted  with  rabies.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to 
provide  anti-rabic  treatment  for  nineteen  persons  who  had  been  in 
contact  with  or  been  bitten  by  the  rabid  dogs,  the  expense  of  their 
treatment  being  $523  for  medical  treatment  and  $143.70  for  vaccine. 
The  town,  however,  is  reimbursed  for  this  expense  by  the  County 
Commissioners  from  the  money  received  for  dog  licenses. 

Two  hundred  seventy-one  pupils  in  the  seventh,  ninth  and 
eleventh  grades  of  the  parochial  and  public  schools  have  been  given 
the  Von  Pirquet  test  for  tuberculosis  under  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
Sartwell  of  Essex  Sanatorium.  Thirty-four  of  those  tested  showed 
a  positive  reaction  and  were  accordingly  X-rayed. 

Dental  and  pre-school  examinations  have  been  held  as  usual. 

Five  free  clinics  were  held  for  the  purpose  of  giving  our  citizens 
an  opportunity  to  have  their  dogs  immunized  against  rabies  and 
thereby  protect  not  only  the  animals  but  themselves  and  others  from 
the  disease.  As  usual,  a  very  small  percentage  of  dog  owners  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity.  Each  year  it  is  necessary  for  us  to 
recommend  the  restraint  of  all  dogs  in  order  to  protect  our  citizens 
from  being  bitten  by  dogs  that  have  not  been  immunized  and  are 
capable  of  contracting  and  carrying  the  disease.  Such  measures  are 
distasteful  to  dog  owners,  but  there  is  nothing  else  for  us  to  do  un- 
der the  circumstances.  Such  measures  would  not  be  necessary  if  all 
owners  would  co-operate  with  this  department  by  having  their  dogs 
immunized.  Nothing  can  save  an  animal  or  person  once  they  have 
contracted  the  disease. 
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The  elimination  of  the  dump  at  Phillips  Park  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  much  favorable  comment  on  the  part  of  those  residing  in  its 
vicinity.  We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  co-operation  and  action 
in  making  sufficient  funds  available  to  enable  us  to  eliminate  a  con- 
dition which  had  become  intolerable.  The  problem  of  disposing  of 
the  ashes,  paper  and  other  waste  material  has  been  temporarily- 
taken  care  of,  but  we  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  the  disposal  of 
such  material  is  still  a  serious  problem  and  one  which  will  constant- 
ly demand  attention. 

Soon  after  the  work  on  the  Hawthorne  Brook  project  started, 
we  began  to  receive  complaints  from  residents  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Bradlee  avenue,  that  their  property  was  becoming  infested  with 
rats  in  spite  of  their  efforts  to  eliminate  them.  Conditions  finally  be- 
came so  bad  that  it  was  necessary  for  this  department  to  take  action 
m  order  to  protect  the  health  of  those  living  in  the  infested  area. 
The  services  of  an  exterminating  company  were  engaged,  but  little 
progress  was  made  in  abating  the  condition  until  it  was  finally  de- 
cided that  the  removal  of  the  existing  walls  along  the  course  of  the 
brook  might  remedy  the  situation.  This  was  done  with  the  result 
that  the  rats  disappeared. 

Special  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  the  manner  in  which 
articles  of  food  and  food  products  have  been  displayed  and  prepared 
in  the  various  hotels,  restaurants,  and  stores  throughout  the  town 
during  the  past  year.  We  find  that  the  majority  of  the  owners  and 
proprietors  of  these  establishments  are  making  every  effort  to  con- 
duct their  business  in  a  sanitary  manner.  There  are  still  a  few, 
however,  who  do  not  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  in  spite 
of  the  warnings  they  have  received.  In  such  cases  we  have  caused 
their  licenses  to  do  business  to  be  withheld  until  they  complied  with 
our  recommendations.  During  the  coming  year  strict  attention  will  be 
paid  to  all  establishments  preparing  or  dispensing  articles  of  food 
or  food  products  and  more  forceful  action  will  be  taken  to  eliminate 
those  establishments  foynd  delinquent. 

Many  of  our  rules  and  regulations,  which  were  adopted  in  1927, 
have  become  obsolete  and  void  owing  to  the  constantly  changing 
laws  governing  our  work.  At  the  present  time  we  are  engaged  in 
drawing  up  new  rules  and  regulations  which  will  be  in  keeping 
with  present  day  laws  and  practices.

I  herewith  submit  my  25th  annual  report  of  the  services  rend- 
ered by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various  departments 
during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following 
lines  of  work:  designing  and  superintending  the  construction  of  all 
sewers  and  drains;  resurfacing  of  all  streets  built  by  contract,  to- 
gether with  the  specifications  and  estimates  for  the  same;  the  estab- 
lishing of  street  lines  and  grade  for  curbing  and  granolithic  side- 
walks and  all  engineering  questions  which  come  before  the  boards 
of  the  several  departments. 


One  of  the  most  important  WPA  projects  which  is  now  in  pro- 
gress is  the  construction  of  the  Hawthorne  Brook  concrete  culvert 
from  Humphrey  street  culvert,  Beach  Bluff  avenue,  to  the  sea  at  the 
Marblehead  line,  a  distance  of  3100  feet  and  having  a  capacity  of 
flow  of  200  cubic  feet  per  second. 

About  fifty  per  cent  of  the  project  has  been  completed  to  date, 
costing  the  town  $18,734  with  the  additional  government  payroll  of 
about  831,000.

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Cemetery 

The  WPA  project  at  the  Cemetery  was  in  progress  until  the 
first  of  December,  when  it  was  closed  by  the  government. 

The  area  excavated  and  refilled  for  burial  purposes  is  about 
5500  square  feet  at  an  expense  to  the  town  of  $3700. 

The  last  four  months  was  a  project  in  grading  avenues  in  sec- 
tion "B". 

Danvers  Road 

The  WPA  project  of  grading  and  surfacing  the  roadway  with  a 
tar  retread  was  completed  from  the  railroad  bridge  to  the  Salem 
line,  a  distance  of  1200  feet,  costing  the  town  |1100.37. 

Resurfacing  Farragut  Road 

Farragut  road  from  Thomas  road  and  Walker  road  to  Ellis  road, 
a  distance  of  930  feet,  was  resurfaced  with  a  permanent  pavement 
by  M.  McDonough,  Inc.,  at  a  contract  cost  of  $3671.84. 

Division  of  Highways,  Bond  Issue 

Under  the  Division  of  Highways,  bond  issue,  the  town  was  al- 
lotted $6390,  which  was  spent  for  the  following  projects: 

At  Thomson  circle  a  granite  curbing  was  set  around  the  World 
War  Honor  Roll  Park. 

Granite  curbing  was  set  and  an  asphalt  sidewalk  was  laid  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Humphrey  street,  from  Millett  road  to  Pleasant 
street. 

The  grade  of  Beach  Bluff  avenue  at  Atlantic  avenue  was  raised 
about  four  feet,  as  this  section  was  always  flooded  at  the  high  run 
of  tides. 

This  required  778  cubic  yards  of  gravel  filling,  the  construction 
of  a  drain  with  catch  basins,  loaming  and  sodding  the  parking  areas, 
curbing  and  a  thousand  square  yards  of  permanent  roadway. 

All  of  this  work  was  done  by  WPA  labor. 

Assessors'  Department 

The  yearly  routine  work  necessary  to  bring  the  plans  and  card 
index  up  to  date  has  been  completed  for  this  department. 

Selectmen's  Department 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  this  department  and 
plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

At  the  request  of  property  owners,  street  lines  and  grades  have 
been  given  for  grading  lawns  and  building  walls,  etc.

All  owners  who  have  neglected  to  license  their  dogs,  as  called 
for  in  the  public  statutes,  have  been  notified  and  required  to  take 
out  the  necessary  licenses.  There  were  653  licenses  granted.

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Park  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936: 

The  major  new  construction  carried  on  by  the  Park  Commission- 
ers during  the  past  year  has  been  the  completion  of  our  football  field 
at  Phillips  Park.  This  field  was  open  for  play  by  the  High  School 
only  on  September  21,  1936. 

Monument  Avenue  Park 

By  employing  two  extra  men  part  time,  we  have  been  able  to  cut 
the  grass  and  take  care  of  the  existing  shrubbery  at  necessary  inter- 
vals. However,  shrubbery  on  this  park  is  rather  old  and  in  the  near 
future  will  have  to  be  replaced. 

Jackson  Park 

The  baseball  field  at  this  park  continues  to  be  used  a  great  deal 
and,  with  the  exception  of  raking  and  rolling  once  in  a  while,  it  has 
stood  up  very  well.  No  added  expense  will  be  necessary  this  com- 
ing year.  The  extension  of  the  playing  surface  of  the  tennis  courts 
in  this  park  is  necessary.  The  space  for  backline  playing  is  too  email. 
The  wire  now  on  the  fence  is  worn  out,  requiring  replacement.  The 
tennis  courts  should  be  lengthened  twenty  feet.  The  work  carried 
on  with  government  funds  of  constructing  fire  lanes  around  this  park 
was  completed. 

We  recommend  that  a  four-foot  fence  be  installed  along  the  side- 
walk of  the  baseball  playing  field  to  protect  those  who  use  this  park 
from  running  into  the  street.  A  similar  fence  was  provided  for  Ab- 
bott Park  last  year. 

Abbott  Park 

This  park  continues  to  be  used  largely  by  the  members  of  High 
and  Junior  High  School  teams,  together  with  the  demand  of  this 
playground  by  boys  and  girls  of  grammar  school  age.  It  is  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Board  that  the  location  of  another  playground  in  this  vi- 
cinity is  necessary.  As  in  the  past,  we  plan  to  flood  this  park  when 
conditions  are  suitable. 

Blaney  Beach  Reservation 

Little  expense  has  been  necessary  on  the  Administration  Build- 
ing during  the  past  year.  The  automobile  parking  space,  in  use 
again,  was  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  extent  during  the  summer.  Special 
police  were  on  duty  to  handle  the  situation  during  bathing  hours. 
Albert  McLellan  of  Swampscott  was  again  appointed  lifeguard  and 
rendered  a  satisfactory  and  appreciative  service  during  the  season. 

Phillips  Park 

As  the  dump  in  this  park  was  declared  a  nuisance  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  dump  has  been  closed.  The  Park  Department  agrees 
that  the  dump  in  this  location  is  a  nuisance,  but  do  feel  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  towards  filling  this  land  and  making  the  sur- 
face usable. 

Our  football  field  in  this  park  has  rendered  very  satisfactory 
service,  and  has  been  a  source  of  considerable  income  to  the  High 
School  A.  A.  It  was  very  evident  that  as  the  football  season  pro- 
gressed adequate  accommodations  for  home  and  visiting  teams  were 
necessary,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  provision  will  be  made  by  the 
town  to  overcome  this  need. 
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It  is  the  hope  of  the  Park  Commissioners  that  the  work  of  con- 
tinuing to  fill  a  small  section  of  this  park  each  year  will  be  carried 
out  so  that  within  five  years  we  will  be  able  to  locate  a  baseball  dia- 
mond on  this  field  so  that  we  can  relieve  the  congestion  which  now 
exists  on  the  Jackson  Park  baseball  diamond  during  the  summer, 
and  provide  an  adequate  space  for  the  girls'  field  hockey  in  the  fall.

Apparatus 


Our  apparatus  is  all  in  very  good  condition,  and  we  expect  will 
require  only  the  ordinary  running  repairs  this  year. 


We  have  in  service  400  feet  3-inch  hose,  3700  feet  2^-inch  hose, 
750  feet  1%-inch  hose,  and  800  feet  %-mch  hose,  all  in  good  condi- 
tion. We  will  require  500  feet  2% -inch  hose  to  keep  our  stock  at  the 
proper  amount,  and  have  asked  for  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 


The  fire  station  at  Phillips  Beach  is  in  reasonably  good  condi- 
tion. The  Central  fire  station,  New  Ocean  street,  will  require  some 
repairs  and  painting,  for  which  we  have  provided  in  our  regular 
budget. 


There  have  been  94  alarms  sent  out  over  our  wires  during  the 
past  year. 

We  have  erected  a  small  fire-proof  building  to  house  the  fire 
alarm  apparatus  at  the  Central  Fire  Station. 

A  ten-circuit  repeater,  battery  racks  and  terminal  cabinets  have 
been  installed  in  this  building  to  take  the  place  of  obsolete  equip- 
ment. The  alarm  boxes  have  been  speeded  up,  which  gives  us  quicker 
notice  of  a  fire.  The  whistle  has  been  placed  on  a  separate  circuit, 
which  makes  it  possible  to  sound  only  two  rounds  of  a  box  number 
instead  of  three  or  four.  We  must  now  purchase  a  new  switchboard 
and  recording  set  and  place  them  also  in  the  new  building,  which 
v/ill  complete  the  fire  alarm  work  at  the  Central  Station. 

The  machine  which  regulates  the  blows  on  our  whistle  is  worn 
out  and  unreliable  and  must  be  replaced  at  once.  We  will  also  be 
obliged  to  install  a  new  air  compressor  to  furnish  air  for  the  whis- 
tle, as  no  direct  current  will  be  available  for  our  motor  after  July  1, 
due  to  the  substituting  of  buses  for  the  electric  street  cars. 

We  will  place  articles  in  the  warrant  asking  for  an  appropria- 
tion to  cover  these  items.

Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Tree  Warden.  Dur- 
ing the  year  1936  six  dangerous  trees  and  two  posted  trees  were 
removed.  Eight  trees  were  made  safe  by  the  mechanical  means  of 
bracing,  bolting,  and  the  filling  of  cavities.  All  weak  limbs  were 
pruned,  and  practically  all  trees  were  trimmed  for  light  and  air.  All 
young  trees  were  fertilized  with  an  application  of  bone  meal.  Eight 
young  trees  were  totally  destroyed  by  careless  auto-drivers,  and  in 
the  case  of  five,  restitution  was  made  by  insurance  companies.  Thir- 
ty-one young  trees,  mainly  Norway  maple,  were  set  out.  One  good 
sized  tree  was  moved  from  the  lawn  of  Leroy  Farnham  to  Orchard 
road,  so  that  the  uniformity  of  size  and  specie  would  not  be  broken. 

The  neglected  nursery  on  the  Hastings  property  was  eliminated, 
and  the  nursery  in  the  rear  of  the  cemetery  was  weeded  and  many 
poor  trees  eliminated.  We  now  have  over  three  hundred  Norway 
maples,  red  and  white  oaks,  and  American  elms  ready  for  street 
planting,  with  many  more  in  the  transplant  beds. 

A  survey  was  made  of  the  tov/n  to  record  the  number  and  spe- 
cie of  the  street  trees.  The  result  is  as  follows:  Norway  maple  1861, 
rock  maple  521,  cut-leaf  maple  243,  American  elm  438,  slippery  elm 
2,  ash  35,  horse-chestnut  53,  red  oak  51,  white  oak  4,  black  oak  4, 
soft  maple  86,  buckeye  1,  linden  42,  willow  38,  poplar  8,  sycamore 
maple  13,  ash  leaf  maple  4,  grey  birch  5,  hornbeam  1,  black  cherry 
2,  white  pine  1,  mulberry  5,  sycamore  1,  tunelo  4,  making  a  total 
of  3413.

This  past  season  many  calls  were  made  for  grass  and  brush  fires, 
but  only  three  reached  such  proportions  that  night  guards  were 
necessary.

The  construction  of  fire  lanes  by 
V/PA  workers  in  the  rear  of  Jackson  Park  greatly  aided  in  sup-

ing leaves  and  brush  did  so  with  a  permit,  there  are  many  who  are 
not  aware  that  the  State  Forester's  Office  at  Boston  requires  that 
a  permit  be  issued  by  the  Forest  Warden  for  all  open  air  fires.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Moth  Superintendent.  In 
the  early  spring,  an  application  of  a  dormant  spray,  miscible  oil, 
was  applied  to  all  silver-leaf  (cut  leaf)  maples,  resulting  in  the 
checking  of  the  cottony  maple  scale.  However,  three  successive  years 
are  necessary  before  complete  eradication  may  be  realized.  The  use 
of  two  sprayers  greatly  cut  down  the  time  in  covering  the  town,  but 
as  both  sprayers  were  old  they  did  not  stand  up,  and  much  time  was 
lost  in  making  repairs.  Again,  I  stress  the  necessity  of  a  new  spray- 
er, so  that  we  may  do  our  work  as  efficiently  as  possible.  We  were 
bothered  with  an  outbreak  of  spring  and  fall  canker  worms,  and  as 
three  consecutive  years  of  this  pest  may  prove  fatal  to  trees,  we 
are  taking*  the  utmost  care  to  prevent  another  occurrence.  This  fall 
several  trees  in  the  affected  area  were  banded  with  "tanglefoot," 
and  the  results  have  been  gratifying.  More  trees  would  have  been 
banded  but  for  the  high  cost  of  the  material.  An  early  and  effective 
spray  should  further  check  their  spread. 

A  great  deal  of  credit  goes  to  the  school  children,  school  offi- 
cials, and  the  N.  Y.  A.  for  co-operation  shown  in  the  state  campaign 
ior  the  collection  of  egg  masses  of  the  tent  caterpillar.  If  the  now 
pending  WPA  moth  project  materializes,  the  suppression  of  the 
tent  caterpillar  should  be  certain. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  oriental  moths  this  past  season.  The 
gypsy  moths  are,  at  present,  under  control  and  we  are  very  fortu- 
rate,  mainly  due  to  the  annual  painting  of  egg  masses,  that  we  are 
not  in  the  state  of  epidemic  as  are  many  of  our  New  England  towns. 
To  date,  no  brown  tail  moths  have  been  discovered.  Weakened  trees 
are  more  susceptible  to  insect  damage,  and  so  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
department  that  we  be  allowed  to  fertilize  as  many  trees  as  possi- 
ble during  the  coming  season.

Board  of  Appeals

feet  of  the  party  line  at  12  Maple  avenue.  A  question  of  the  board's 
jurisdiction  was  raised  and  the  petition  was  granted  subject  to  a 
ruling  by  the  Town  Counsel.  It  was  later  ruled  by  the  Town  Counsel 
that  this  board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  vary  the  application  of  the 
town  building  by-laws. 

On  July  2,  1936,  the  board  granted  the  petition  of  J.  Carroll 
Bell  to  remodel  the  piazza  at  25  Elmwood  road  within  ten  feet  from 
the  street  line. 

On  September  15,  1936,  Elwin  MacLeod  was  granted  permission 
to  erect  a  garage  at  17  Sheridan  road  not  nearer  than  five  feet  from 
the  street  line.

We  think  it  necessary  and  advisable  to  lay  a  12-inch  iron  pipe 
on  State  road  from  the  Stand  pipe  to  Salem  street  and  we  shall  have 
an  article  in  the  warrant  at  the  next  town  meeting  to  have  this  work 
done.  Later  this  pipe  can  be  continued  through  Salem  street  to 
Humphrey  street.  When  this  work  is  completed,  we  will  have  another 
line  of  large  mains  to  the  eastern  section  of  the  town  which  will 
help  materially  in  the  pressure  in  that  section.

Remarks 

J.  Henry  Pedrick 
It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  I  record  the  death  of  Patrolman  J. 
Henry  Pedrick,  who  passed  on  from  the  ranks  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment on  June  13,  1936.  He  was  the  senior  officer  in  the  point  of  ser- 
vice, and  was  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  Patrolman 
Pedrick  was  appointed  a  regular  officer  on  April  14,  1904,  and  served 
the  town  faithfully  and  honestly,  in  a  most  creditable  manner,  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Changes  in  the  Department 

On  July  2,  1936,  Robert  L.  Cunningham  was  appointed  a  reg- 
ular patrolman,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Patrolman 
Pedrick.  The  following  named  men,  who  headed  the  Civil  Service 
eligible  list,  were  appointed  reserve  officers:  James  H.  Pedrick,  Jr., 
Harold  J.  Keating  and  Leon  L.  Pappas. 

Crime 

In  every  instance,  members  of  the  department  have  co-operated 
in  the  work  of  crime  prevention.  All  cases  of  delinquency  were  re- 
ported in  due  time  so  that  we  were  able  to  impress  upon  the  offen- 
ders that  honesty  and  good  habits  are  the  foundation  of  good  char- 
acter. By  helping  a  youth  over  the  rough  spots  of  today,  we  make 
him  a  better  citizen  of  tomorrow. 

I  consider  it  the  duty  of  the  police  to  assist  parents  at  their 
homes  in  all  problems  of  youth.  The  opportune  time  to  know  a  boy 
is  not  when  he  is  on  his  way  to  court,  charged  perhaps  with  a  seri- 
ous offense,  but  when  he  makes  his  first  mistake,  or  when  his  con- 
duct shows  he  might  grow  up  to  lead  an  immoral  or  criminal  life. 
A  boy's  future  is  darkened  by  bringing  him  before  the  court,  and  for 
this  reason  I  believe  in  getting  acquainted  with  the  youth  away  from 
the  court-house,  and  encouraging  him  to  do  right. 

Swampscott  as  a  whole  has  been  free  from  crime  and  enjoys  an 
excellent  record.    Our  1936  records  show  tTie  smallest  number  of  ar- 
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rests  for  any  year  since  1910.  During  the  past  four  years,  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  place  a  juvenile  before  the  Grand  Jury. 

Parking  Violations 

.  ^  ^^X  non-criminal  disposition  of  parking  violations  as  required 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  176  of  the  Acts  of  1935,  is  quite  an 
expense  to  the  department  ^  For  the  first  offense,  a  summons  charg- 
i«?f^  violation  of  the  parking  law  is  isisued,  .at  a  cost  of  eighteen 
■cents  postage,  requiring  the  operator  to  report  to  the  Clerk  of  Court 
TonJ^^^ffZ^'ll'  The^e^^o^d  offense  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  one 
^    ^  f^^'l'^  by  a  fine   of  two  dollars.    In  other 

■words.  It  costs  the  department  thirty-six  cents  to  punish  a  vi- 
it  Z  I  ^^""^  ^j;^  ^^^S^^'  fifty-four  cents  to  punish  him  for 
his  third  offense,  or  by  a  fine  of  two  dollars.  Five  thousand  persons 
can  violate  the  parking  rules  in  Swampscott  and  receive  a  warning 
only  at  a  cost  of  $900  to  the  police  department.  I  consider  imTdfl 
position  of  parking  violations  unfair  to  the  citizens,  who,  of  course 
depend  on  the  police  to  enforce  the  parking  regulations. 

Citizens'  Military  Police  Force 

A  citizens'  military  police  force,  comprised  of  interested  resi- 
dents of  the  town,  was  organized  during  the  year.  It  consists  of  a 
chief,  deputy  chief,  four  captains,  four  lieutenants,  four  sergeants, 
four  messengers,  and  fifty  patrolmen.  The  organization  of  such  a 
force  means  that  at  all  times  there  is  a  contact  of  personal  interest 
^between  the  citizens  and  the  regular  police  department.  Upon  ques- 
tions of  legislation,  police  welfare,  civil  responsibility,  freedom 
from  political  molestation,  and  crime  prevention,  such  mil- 
itary police  are  of  far-reaching  and  tremendous  importance.  This 
force  is  regulated  and  controlled  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  instruc- 
tions in  police  methods,  both  theoretical  and  practical,  have  been 
given  during  the  year  by  selected  police  officials  and  others  inter- 
ested in  law  and  order. 

Several  advantages  of  a  citizens'  military  police  force  are  as 
-follows : 

1.  To  have  a  trained  citizen  force  in  cases  of  fire,  accident,  riot, 
vor  .an  emergency  requiring  control  of  larg^e  crowds. 

2.  To  interest  our  citizens  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order. 
"3.    To  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  traffic  regulations. 

4.  To  become  interested  in  police  welfare. 

5.  To  impart  and  gather  at  times  important  and  vital  informa- 
tion. 

6.  To  develop  in  communities  a  closer  cohesion  of  the  forces  of 
law  and  order,  as  against  those  of  radical,  anti-social,  or  criminal 
tendencies. 

7.  To  promote  crime  prevention  methods,  economically,  socially 
^nd  through  education. 

8.  To  insure  police  departments  freedom  from  political  inter- 
ference. 

School  Safety  Patrol 

Much  is  accomplished  by  the  Junior  Safety  Patrol  towards  the 
promotion  of  safety.  The  importance  of  such  a  patrol,  especially  in 
towns  having  a  small  police  force,  cannot  be  emphasized  too  greatly. 
The  work  done  by  its.  members  is  of  invaluable  assistance  to  the  po- 
lice department,  and  a  wonderful  protection  to  our  school  children. 

Police  School 

With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  I  detailed  one 
member  of  the  department  to  attend  the  New  England  Traffic  Officers' 
Training  School,  conducted  by  the  Bureau  for  Street  Traffic  Research 
at  Harvard  University  and  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs 
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of  Police.    Daily  sessions  were  held  from  August  17  to  August  29  in- 
clusive.   As  soon  as  possible,   all  information  and  knowledge  ob- 
tained from  the  course  will  be  transferred  to  the  regular  and  reserv 
members  of  the  department. 

Traffic  Signal  System 

The  traffic  signal  service  along  Humphrey  street  costs  the  town 
about  |1,800  annually.  The  same  type  of  signal  could  be  purchased 
by  the  town,  thereby  decreasing  the  cost  of  the  service  approximate- 
ly $1,000  a  year.  The  rental  of  the  signals  located  at  the  junction 
of  Humphrey  and  Redington  streets  costs  the  town  more  than  $400 
per  year.  The  same  type  signal  could  be  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
about  $87,  and  the  entire  system  on  Humphrey  street  could  be  op- 
erated at  an  annual  saving  of  at  least  $1,000.  I  recommend  that  this 
change  be  considered. 

Signs 

I  recomimend  that  the  work  of  painting  and  erecting  traffic  signs, 
and  painting  lines  on  the  streets,  be  transferred  to  the  Highway  De- 
partment. Such  work  should  not  be  a  duty  of  the  police,  because 
of  the  time  and  expense  entailed. 

Bathing  Suits 

Many  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  relative  to  bath- 
ers neglecting  to  wear  proper  suits  while  on  the  beaches.  In  the 
absence  of  any  rule  or  regulation  governing  just  what  constitutes  a 
suitable  bathing  outfit  in  Swampscott,  I  am  convinced  that  the  po- 
lice have  exercised  full  authority  in  the  matter. 

Police  Station 

The  present  police  station  is  in  a  very  unsanitary  and  dilapidat- 
ed condition.  The  plaster  is  falling  from  the  walls  and  ceilings,  the 
cellar  is  damp  and  seldom  without  considerable  water,  the  front  steps 
and  pillars  are  rotted,  the  foundation  is  cracked,  and  the  second  floor 
is  dangerous.  In  other  words,  the  building  could  easily  be  con- 
demned. 

During  the  year  plans  for  a  new  building  were  drawn  up  as 
part  of  a  W.  P.  A.  project.  The  sketch  was  approved  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Finance  Committee.  It  was  later  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Counsel  for  his  advice  on  further  procedure.  Since  then  no  action 
has  been  taken  relative  to  a  new  police  station. 

Gambling 

The  town  has  been  free  from  gambling  with  the  exception  of  the 
game  of  beano,  which  is  authorized  by  law.  Any  game  of  chance, 
including  lotteries,  policies,  nigger  pool,  gaming  machines,  etc.,  will 
not  be  tolerated  by  our  department. 

Appropriation 

I  have  been  able  to  keep  within  my  appropriation,  closing  the 
year  with  a  balance,  and  at  the  same  time  upholding  the  efficiency 
of  the  department.

Recommendations

necessary  money  be  appropriated  for  the  same.

I  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  all  traffic  signal  devices, 
and  discontinue  further  rental  of  the  same.  (This  would  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  service  about  $1,000  per  year). 

I  recommend  the  installation  of  traffic  signal  lights  at  the  inter- 
section of  Paradise  road,  Burrill  street,  and  New  Ocean  street,  and 
that  the  same  be  purchased  by  the  town. 

I  recommend  the  installation  of  a  crosswalk  *^Stop  and  Go"  de- 
vice on  Redington  street,  near  Blaney  street,  and  that  the  same  be 
purchased  by  the  town.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  herewith  present 
their  annual  report: 

Attendance  and  Circulation 

During  the  year  635  more  adults  have  used  the  library  than  last 
year,  and  the  circulation  of  adult  non-fiction  has  increased  by  741 
books. 

These  figures  indicate  that  in  Swampscott  an  increasing  number 
of  adult  persons  are  using  the  Public  Library  as  a  means  of  contin- 
uing their  education.  To  supply  this  kind  of  education  is  one  of  the 
major  aims  of  the  library. 
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Co-operation  With  the  Schools 

To  teach  pupils  in  our  schools  how  to  use  the  library  and  to  ac- 
quaint them  with  its  purposes,  the  assistant  librarian  has  given  sev- 
eral talks  in  the  schools. 

Reference  books  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  pupils  are  kept  on 
reserve  in  the  library,  when  requested,  and  for  the  greater  conven- 
ience and  larger  demand  of  some  schools,  books  are  sent  to  them.  In 
making  books  more  readily  accessible,  a  distinct  service  is  being 
rendered  to  these  schools  and  a  closer  co-ordination  between  these 
two  educational  units,  the  library  and  the  schools,  is  being  estab- 
lished. 


Repairs 

A  new  stock  room  has  been  finished  and  equipped  for  those  books 
and  periodicals  which  are  called  for  less  frequently.  This  has  freed 
the  main  stacks  for  new  books  and  for  those  whose  circulation  is 
most  active. 


Gifts 

During  the  year  books  have  been  presented  to  the  library  by  the 
following  persons:  Mrs.  A.  L.  Ellis,  Lee  T.  Gray,  Mrs.  Holden,  Miss 
Kathleen  McNamara,  Mrs.  Frederick  Miller  and  Mrs.  William  G.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

^J^^i^^  ^0  the  recent  sudden  death  of  the  late  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways Michael  J.  Ryan,  as  acting  Surveyor  I  submit  the  following  re- 
port tor  the  year  1936  for  your  consideration,  taken  from  his  books 
and  records. 

All  construction  work  this  year  has  been  done  by  contract.  Far- 
ragut  road,  from  junction  of  Thomas  road  and  Monument  avenue  to 
Elhs  road,  was  resurfaced  with  bituminous  macadam  asphalt,  the 
work  being  done  under  contract  by  M.  McDonough  Company  of 
Swampscott  and  Saugus. 

Sherwood  road  was  reshaped  and  put  to  grade,  seal  coated,  and 
sidewalks  were  built  out  of  gravel  and  stone  dust. 

Bond  street  was  reshaped  and  seal  coated,  and  sidewalks  resur- 
faced with  stone  dust.  Several  other  streets  have  also  been  reshaped 
and  sealed  with  tar  and  sand. 

The  dangerous  curve  on  Essex  street  at  the  junction  of  Dan- 
vers  road,  where  auto  traffic  had  to  cross  over  the  electric  car  rails, 
was  eliminated  by  filling  in  the  width  of  the  car  rails  with  asphalt 
patch  for  approximately  150  feet. 

The  usual  maintenance  of  street  surfaces  has  been  done;  the 
asphalt  road  oil  and  tar  used  in  this  work  being  purchased  under 
contract. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  sidewalks  where  needed.  Tar,  as- 
phalt or  concrete  sidewalks  on  the  following  streets  were  repaired 
wholly  or  in  part: — Ellis  road.  Pleasant  street,  Rockland  street.  Rose 
street,  Mudge  street,  Cherry  street.  Highland  street.  Ocean  View 
road,  Huron  street,  Redington  street,  Burrill  street.  King  street, 
Phillips  avenue,  Blaney  street,  Puritan  avenue,  Puritan  Park  and 
Nason  roaa. 

Both  Fisherman  and  Whale  beaches,  the  latter  being  in  front 
of  the  New  Ocean  House,  were  cleaned  every  day  from  May  29  to 
September  5.  Palmers  beach  was  cleaned  fifteen  times  during  the 
season. 

Burrill  street,  from  the  Boston  &  Maine  bridge  to  the  Monu- 
ment, Humphrey  street  from  the  Lynn  line  to  Marshall  street,  were 
cleaned  every  day  during  the  summer  months. 

Shoulders  on  Essex  street  and  Atlantic  avenue  were  reshaped 
three  times  during  the  year. 

Three  new  catch  basins  were  built  on  Hillside  avenue,  corner  of 
Elliot  street,  and  150  feet  of  pipe  laid  from  same  to  Stacy  brook 
to  eliminate  the  floods  on  this  street  after  heavy  rains. 

Catch  basins  have  been  cleaned  twice  a  year  and  more  often 
when  needed. 

Erie  street,  where  the  water  used  to  stand  after  every  rain, 
has  been  resurfaced  with  asphalt  mixed  top  and  condition  remedied. 

One  steel  cable  fence  120  feet  long  was  erected  on  the  sidewalk 
at  a  dangerous  curve  on  Bay  View  drive. 

Snow  removal  and  sanding  of  slippery  streets  is  of  an  emer- 
gency nature  which  cannot  be  definitely  planned,  but  the  depart- 
ment must  be  prepared.  Snowfalls  occur  at  any  time  of  the  day  or 
night  and  vary  in  force.  All  trucks  and  the  tractor  of  the  depart- 
ment are  equipped  with  snow  plow  frames  in  the  fall,  to  which  the 
blades  can  be  attached  on  short  notice.  At  the  first  indication  of 
snow,  these  blades  are  attached  so  that  the  equipment  can  start  as 
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soon  as  necessary.  All  intersections,  hills  and  curves  must  be  covered 
with  sand.  The  sand  is  treated  with  calcium  chloride.  Approximate- 
ly 800  yards  of  sand  were  used  on  sidewalks  and  icy  streets  this  year. 

New  equipment  has  been  added  to  the  department  as  follows: 
three  horses  to  take  the  place  of  those  condemned  because  of  old  age 
and  disease;  one  new  five  ton  White  truck  as  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  town  meeting  members. 

The  working  force  of  the  department  consists  of  twenty-six  men. 
This  is  two  less  than  last  year,  owing  to  the  retirement  of  Daniel  J. 
Gannon  and  John  Stone. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  finish  resurfacing  Farragut  road 
v/ith  bituminous  macadam  from  Ellis  road  to  the  State  road. 

At  the  rear  of  the  Highway  property  located  on  the  State  road, 
a  dangerous  condition  exists  owing  to  a  steep  ledge  being  there,  at 
the  top  of  which  a  great  many  children  play.  The  town  should  erect 
a  fence  here  to  save  the  possibility  of  a  serious  accident. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
confidence  placed  in  me  by  appointing  me  to  carry  on  my  father's 
work  for  the  remainder  of  the  town  year,  and  sincerely  hope  that  I 
have  completed  his  year  to  their  satisfaction.  I  wish  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Highway  Department  and  all  others  who  have  so 
kindly  co-operated  with  me.

On  December  4th  the  Town  Accountant  received  from  the  Town 
Counsel  the  following  letter: 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting  under  the  power  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  Section  31  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  hereby  declare  that  an  extreme  em- 
ergency exists  involving  the  health  and  safety  of  its  citi- 
zens as  a  result  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  being  with- 
out any  funds  or  means  of  carrying  on  its  Department 
until  the  end  of  the  year. 

"By  virtue  of  Section  31  aforesaid,  said  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  such  sums  as 
may  be  absolutely  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  its  De- 
partment for  the  remainder  of  the  year." 

In  accordance  therewith  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  was  al- 
lowed to  expend  $4,681.55  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  notified  concerning  this 
overdraft  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  from  the  Director  of 
Accounts  and  same  is  to  be  raised  in  the  taxes  of  1937.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

In  reviewing  the  school  year  of  1936,  we  find  that  the  principal 
topic  of  interest  both  to  the  committee  and  to  the  townspeople  is 
the  addition  to  the  High  School. 

In  the  first  place  we  take  this  opportunity  to  make  clear  what 
has  been  somewhat  misunderstood.  The  work  of  building  and  equip- 
ping the  new  school  has  not  been  that  of  the  school  committee.  In 
the  spring  of  1935,  the  moderator,  by  vote  of  the  town  meeting,  ap- 
pointed a  special  committee  for  that  purpose.  While  we  met  with 
them  once  or  twice  in  the  summer  of  1935,  we  have  had  little  contact 
with  them  since  that  time.  They  have  had  the  responsibility,  and 
they  deserve  the  credit  for  the  excellent  work  that  has  been  done. 

Much  credit  is  due  also  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  for  his 
assistance  to  the  building  committee.  He  gave  liberally  of  his  time  in 
attending  their  meetings,  aiding  them  by  his  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  then,  by  watching  the  progress  of  the  work,  saw  to  it  that 
none  of  the  numberless  details  called  for  by  the  contract  were 
omitted. 

Now  that  the  High  School  has  been  opened  to  public  inspection, 
it  seems  needless  to  devote  any  extended  space  to  describing  it. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  it  is  all  that  we  hoped  that  it  would  be.  If  there 
are  any  shortcomings  they  are  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  to  the 
old  building  there  was  added  the  new  part  which  is  about  twice  as 
large. 
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By  the  erection  of  a  fence  in  front  of  the  Hadley  School,  and 
with  the  help  of  the  Selectmen  in  stationing  a  police  officer  near  the 
junction  of  Blaney  and  Redington  streets  at  the  close  of  school,  we 
have  succeeded  in  lessening,  if  not  in  eliminating,  the  traffic  hazard 
that  has  existed  in  that  locality. 

The  principal  accessory  to  the  schools  was  the  new  athletic  field 
at  Phillips  Park.  While  this  is  the  property  of  the  park  department, 
it  is  of  obvious  interest  to  the  schools.  The  net  receipts  from  the 
football  games  have  been  turned  over  to  the  High  School  Athletic 
Association,  thus  making  it  unnecessary  for  us  to  ask  for  any  appro- 
priation for  athletics  in  our  budget  for  1937.  In  the  past  we  have  had 
hn  item  of  |1,000  for  this  purpose. 

Once  again  we  are  returning  an  unexpended  balance  from  our 
appropriation.  In  this  connection  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  steadily  reduced  our  budgets  from  $203,000  in  1932  to 
$187,622  in  1936.  The  increase  this  year  is  made  necessary  solely  by 
the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  at  the  High  School  which  the 
superintendent's  report  explains  in  detail. 

In  a  separate  article  in  the  warrant  we  are  asking  for  a  suffi- 
cient sum  to  install  new  toilets  in  the  Clarke  School.  Those  now  in 
use  were  installed  about  1906  when  the  building  was  erected.  They 
are  too  small,  old-fashioned,  unsanitary,  and,  of  course,  are  not  im- 
proving with  age.  Owing  to  a  change  in  business  conditions  we  find 
that  the  cost  of  this  work  will  be  substantially  greater  than  it 
would  have  been  last  year  when  the  town  meeting,  in  its  wisdom, 
saw  fit  to  refuse  this  appropriation. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent,  the  princi- 
pals, the  teachers  and  janitors  for  their  whole-hearted  efforts  and 
co-operation  in  making  1936,  as  we  see  it,  a  successful  school  year.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
Mrs.  Morse  and  Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  year  now  ending. 

A  review  of  the  year  indicates  that  it  has  been  a  period  both  of 
fettling  down  after  a  series  of  upsetting  years  and  a  period  of  re- 
adjustment. On  the  one  hand  our  elementary  schools  have  enjoyed 
a  year  free  from  such  disturbing  events  and  conditions  as  had  dis- 
tracted them  for  several  years  previous.  On  the  other  hand  our  High 
School  has  been  in  the  throes  of  building  construction  with  the  at- 
tendant confusion  for  the  twelve  months. 

At  the  time  we  prepared  our  1936  budget,  we  pointed  out  to  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  Town  Meeting  that  considerable  doubt 
existed  as  to  what  extra  expense  the  new  building  would  entail.  We 
were  sure  only  that  with  the  trebling  of  High  School  space  some 
extra  expense  would  be  incurred  for  fuel,  janitor  services,  etc.  It 
seemed  likely  that  we  might  have  to  go  back  for  more  money  if 
what  were  admittedly  sheer  estimates  proved  to  be  wrong.  It  has 
developed,  however,  that,  aided  by  some  unforseen  opportunities  to 
save  in  other  directions,  we  are  not  only  not  having  to  ask  for  more, 
but  have  an  unexpended  balance. 
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In  preparing  the  1937  budget,  several  items  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  as  adding  to  costs.  We  must  be  prepared  for  greater 
total  expenditures  for  fuel  at  the  High  School.  Estimates  based  on 
present  conditions  indicate  consumption  of  approximately  58,000 
gallons  of  fuel  oil.  This  means  a  cost  of  about  $2,000.00  as  against 
$950.00  previously,  but  on  that  basis  we  are  heating  three  times  as 
much  building  at  twice  the  cost.  Again,  to  care  for  the  normal  jani- 
torial work  three  men  and  a  woman  are  necessary  at  all  times,  and 
there  will  be  occasions  when  even  that  force  cannot  keep  the  build- 
ing as  we  expect  to  have  it  kept.  I  estimate  that  we  need  a  fifth  per- 
son about  half  time.  Previously  we  had  one  man  on  full  time  and  an- 
other part  time.  The  additional  cost  of  electricity  and  water  cannot 
be  estimated  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  yet,  because  the  use  of 
each,  because  of  building  construction,  has  been  abnormal  up  to  this 
time.  I  believe  we  shall  maintain  the  present  cost  of  current  because 
of  the  opening  of  the  auditorium,  and  are  due  to  have  increased  use 
of  water  because  of  shower  baths. 

The  gymnasium  is  in  constant  use.  All  items  considered,  it 
would  appear  that  we  shall  need  $400  to  S500  a  year  to  cover  the  ad- 
ditional cost  of  this  part  of  the  building  when  in  use  by  bone  fide 
town  organizations  not  connected  in  any  way  with  the  School  De- 
partment. 

For  these  reasons,  it  would  appear  that  the  School  Committee 
cannot  be  expected  to  follow  the  example  of  the  past  three  years 
and  show  a  reduction  in  our  budget.  It  appears  to  me  that  we  must 
request  approximately  $191,900.  The  increases,  for  items  indicated 
above,  total  $5,000.  However,  due  to  savings  in  other  items,  the  to- 
tal increase  that  such  a  budget  would  involve  is  $4,300  over  the  bud- 
get for  1936,  and,  this,  considering  our  great  increase  in  plant  main- 
tenance is,  in  my  opinion,  an  increase  entirely  warranted  and  justi- 
fied. 


The  Junior  High  School  was,  among  its  other  advantages,  sup- 
posed to  do  what  has  been  glibly  referred  to  by  some  as  "bridging 
the  gap"  between  the  elementary  and  the  senior  high  schools.  The 
public — and  school  people  as  well — have  been  too  prone  to  assume 
that  the  mere  existence  of  an  organization  labelled  "Junior  High 
School"  assured  that  the  bridging  was  in  effect. 

No  junior  high  school  organization  has  any  such  magic  inherent 
in  its  name.  Left  to  iself  and  unguarded,  its  growth  may  well  as- 
sume quite  the  contrary  result  and  produce  two  gaps  where  one 
existed  before.  Unless  there  is  close  and  sympathetic  co-ordination 
between  junior  high  and  elementary  grades,  and  between  junior  high 
and  senior  high  grades,  instead  of  one  well-related  whole,  there  may 
develop  three  unrelated  entities. 

We  have  watched  our  own  situation  with  some  care,  and  have, 
we  hope,  made  some  progress  in  avoiding  the  undesirable  outcome, 
'^^'he  greatest  difficulty  that  a  pupil  encounters  in  moving  from  one 
school  to  another  is  strange  environment  and  associates.  The  need  is 
for  orientation.  To  this  end  we  have  arranged  for  all  pupils  of  grade 
nine  to  visit  the  Senior  High  School  and  observe  its  workings  dur- 
ing school  sessions.  We  have  also  arranged  assemblies  in  the  Junior 
High  School  at  which  the  Senior  High  School  teachers  have  ad- 
dressed the  pupils  of  grade  nine,  outlining  the  work  of  the  various 
high  school  courses  and  curricula  and  familiarizing  the  junior  pupils 
with  the  type  of  thing  they  may  expect  as  they  make  the  transition 
from  one  school  to  the  other.  To  somewhat  the  same  degree  we  have 
attempted  to  introduce  the  sixth  grade  pupils  to  the  Junior  High 
School.  It  is  our  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  make  further  pro- 
gress in  this  direction. 
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Teachers  have  frequently  commented  on  the  degree  to  which  pu- 
pils find  themselves  in  the  wrong-  courses  both  in  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools.  The  situation  leads  to  numerous  adjustments  and  con- 
sequent loss  of  time  to  pupils  and  teachers  alike.  The  condition  arises 
usually  from  the  fact  that  parents  are  not  fully  informed  as  to  the 
possibilities.  We  know  that  in  some  cases  selection  of  courses  for 
pupils  going  into  High  School  has  been  made  purely  on  the  basis  of 
a  friend's  selection  so  that  two  companionable  children  could  be  in  the 
same  classes.  In  other  cases  the  wrong  selection  has  been  made  be- 
cause the  child  had  incorrect,  inadequate,  or  incomplete  information. 
These  are  highly  unsatisfactory  arrangements,  yet  difficult  ones  to 
combat  wholly  successfully.  We  feel  that  there  is  much  to  be  done  in 
correcting  them,  and  to  that  end  last  spring  inaugurated  a  series 
of  meetings  between  teachers  and  parents.  It  is  our  belief  that  the 
meetings  were  beneficial  to  both  groups,  and  we  propose  to  continue 
them. 


We  attempt  constantly  to  improve  our  curriculum.  Much  atten- 
tion was  paid  last  year  to  geography,  on  which  a  committee  of 
teachers  worked  some  eight  months.  The  result  was  a  somewhat  re- 
vised course  of  study  and  the  adoption  of  a  new  text.  This  year,  after 
the  first  of  January,  we  shall  undertake  a  study  of  arithmetic  with 
emphasis  on  problem  solution. 

As  to  the  High  School,  Mr.  Gray  calls  my  attention  to  changes 
under  consideration  by  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 
He  writes: 

"The  Commission  on  History  of  the  College  Entrance  Examin^i- 
tion  Board  has  recommended  that  four  units  of  study  be  recognized 
within  the  general  area  of  European  and  American  history:  Ancient 
and  mediaeval  history  of  Western  Europe  from  the  Beginnings  to 
1500;  Modern  European  history  frcm  1500;  American  history;  Con- 
temporary civilization. 

"It  recommends  that  these  four  units  be  the  basis  of  any  cur- 
riculum of  the  social  studies  in  secondary  schools  and  the  basis  of 
the  College  Board  examinations  in  those  studies. 

"It  further  recommends  that  the  student  be  permitted  to  pre- 
sent himself  for  a  single  comprehensive  examination  in  a  combina- 
tion of  these  studies,  covering  not  less  than  two  units  of  credit  for 
admission  to  college.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  transition  from  the 
old  one-unit  type  of  examination  to  a  comprehensive  examination 
which  will  test  the  work  of  two  or  more  years,  the  Commission 
also  recommends  that  a  single  unit  examination  in  American  his- 
tory be  retained  for  five  years  and  that  comprehensive  examinations 
be  offered. 

"The  Commission  recognizes  the  desirability  of  allowing  the 
candidate  to  get  three  units  of  credit  from  an  examination  based  on 
three  years'  work  in  any  two  related  fields. 

"If  these  recommendations  are  accepted  and  we  conform  to 
them,  a  revision  of  our  program  in  the  social  studies  will  be  neces- 
sary. Ancient  history  as  such  will  be  eliminated  from  and  Mediaeval 
history,  Modern  history  and  Contemporary  civilization  be  added  to 
the  college  preparatory  curriculum." 


There  have  been  in  each  school  small  funds  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  respective  principals.  Although  small  in  most  in- 
stances, the  funds  have  been  a  matter  of  concern  to  those  responsi- 
ble for  them,  because  there  was  no  provision  for  an  accounting  and 
consequently  no  protection  against  charges  of  misapplication.  These 
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funds  have  this  fall  be'en  united  into  one  banking  account  against 
which  each  school  may  draw  to  the  extent  of  its  credit,  and  the  ac- 
counting for  the  entire  sum  is  headed  up  by  a  teacher  in  the  High 
School  Commercial  Department.  Some  eight  separate  funds  are 
handled  in  the  account  now.  While  a  few  difficulties  of  operation  ap- 
peared at  first,  they  have  been  smoothed  out,  and  the  scheme  in 
general  appears  to  be  accomplishing  what  was  intended. 


We  have  one  department  in  the  system  which  I  feel  is  handi- 
capped in  its  endeavors  because  it  is  undermanned.  This  is  the  de- 
partment of  Music.  While  it  is  perfectly  true  that  one  person  may 
suffice  to  carry  on  routine  work  in  this  department  in  a  system  the 
size  of  ours,  it  is  quite  as  true  that  what  can  be  accomplished  is 
practically  limited  to  the  routine.  So  long  as  public  school  music 
remained  chorus  work  one  teacher  did  the  work  very  well,  but  to 
attempt  work  of  glee  clubs  and  orchestras  with  the  attendant  con- 
certs and  broadcasting  (which,  incidentally,  our  Junior  High  School 
pupils  have  done  several  times  this  fall,  not  only  in  music  but  in 
the  field  of  English)  requires  time  and  strength  beyond  the  capacity 
of  one  person.  I  feel  that  the  problem  should  be  considered  in  making 
the  budget. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  through  the  efforts  of  the 
music  department  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  operas  given  by  the 
High  School  each  spring  has  been  devoted  to  buying  musical  instru- 
ments for  the  School  Department.  The  hope  is  to  build  up  the  or- 
chestra and  band  possibilities  by  encouraging  pupils  to  learn  to  play 
while  in  the  grades  below.  Three  Junior  High  School  pupils  now 
have  the  use  of  such  instruments,  the  only  conditions  being  that 
good  care  be  taken  of  them  and  that  study  on  them  be  faithfully 
carried  on. 


We  have  maintained  our  schedule  on  school  house  painting  dur- 
ing the  year,  by  doing  the  Machon  School  outside  and  the  upper 
f  oor  inside.  The  Clarke  School  corridors  were  painted  as  well.  If  our 
regular  schedule  is  followed  the  Machon  building  will  be  completed 
and  the  Hadley  School  done  outside  next.  Our  budget  might  consider 
doing  the  Hadley  School  auditorium  this  summer. 

In  general,  our  buildings  are  in  good  shape.  The  extraordinary 
repairs  of  the  last  five  years  have  about  caught  up  with  the  neces- 
sities. There  is  some  work  to  be  done  on  the  terrazzo  stairs  in  the 
Junior  High  School  due  simply  to  constant  wear.  The  problem  of  the 
Clarke  School  toilets  still  remains  unsettled.  There  are  no  other 
unusual  items  apparent  at  the  present  time. 


We  have  lost  two  teachers  by  death  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Mel- 
vina  G.  Pearson  died  September  fourteenth  after  a  lingering  illness 
of  over  a  year.  Mrs.  Pearson  had  served  in  the  Swampscott  schools 
for  twenty-five  years,  fifteen  of  them  as  sixth  grade  teacher  at  the 
Clarke  School. 

On  December  twenty-third  Miss  Maebelle  Adams  of  the  High 
School  faculty  passed  away.  Miss  Adams,  like  Mrs.  Pearson,  was  a 
teacher  of  long  service  in  the  town.  She  first  came  to  Swampscott  in 
1912  and  from  that  time  on  had  been  teacher  of  science  at  the  High 
School.  Although  in  poor  health  for  some  months  previous,  Miss 
Adams  had  remained  at  her  duties  until  the  close  of  school  last 
June,  but  from  then  to  her  death  w^as  never  able  to  be  about. 

In  the  passing  of  these  two,  we  have  lost  faithful  and  valuable 
teachers.  Their  worth  to  their  schools  went  far  beyond  the  subject 
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matter  that  they  taught.  They  sought  to  place  something  of  greater 
permanence  in  the  lives  of  their  pupils,  and  to  become  builders  of 
character.  The  host  of  pupils  that  remembers  them  with  admira- 
tion and  respect  bears  witness  to  their  success. 

A  tragedy  at  football  shocked  the  entire  town  in  October.  John 
C.  Leonard,  a  member  of  the  High  School  Class  of  1938,  was  injured 
m  practice  and  died  of  his  injuries  a  few  days  later,  in  spite  of  the 
constant  observation  and  attention  of  physicians.  The  affair  was 
purely  and  simply  an  accident,  in  no  way  attributable  to  neglect, 
but  it  did,  of  course,  sadden  the  entire  community,  especially  his 
classmates  and  companions  at  the  High  School.  A  placque  has  been 
placed  in  the  High  School  in  his  memory. 


It  has  been  my  good  fortune  and  pleasure  to  have  been  invited 
tc  represent  the  School  Committee  with  the  High  School  Building 
Committee  and  to  attend  unofficially  all  their  meetings.  The  high 
school  building  is  now  to  all  purposes  finished.  The  construction 
which  began  on  January  6  has  been  deemed  by  the  Building  Commit- 
tee and  their  architect  to  be  substantially  completed,  with  only  a 
few  minor  details  remaining.  The  building  will  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Building  Committee  until  it  can  be  passed  over  to  the  School 
Department  in  its  entirety,  which  may  not  be  until  next  spring  after 
the  landscaping  has  been  done. 

All  that  existed  of  the  old  building  has  been  transformed.  We 
now  have  facilities  as  excellent  as  our  old  ones  were  poor.  The  school 
provides  all  that  is  needed  for  an  up-to-date  building.  The  town  is  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  care  and  thought  and  conscientiousness  with 
w^hich  the  committee  in  charge  has  gone  about  its  work.  They  have 
given  long  hours  to  their  task  and  have  maintained  careful  supervi- 
sion of  the  job,  both  personally  and  through  the  Clerk  of  Works, 
Frank  L.  Burk,  It  seems  to  me  that  the  results  speak  for  themselves.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  takes  great  pride  in  again  sub- 
mitting a  detailed  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936. 
We  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  results  and  comments  made  about 
our  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935,  which,  indicates 
to  us  the  unusual  interest  the  citizens  of  the  town  are  taking  in  our 
report  as  well  as  those  who  are  less  fortunate.  During  the  year  we 
have  received  a  great  many  telephone  calls  and  personal  interviews 
about  particular  cases  which  should  be  given  consideration.  We  have 
tried  to  handle  efficiently  and  intelligently  welfare  needs  which,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  requires  more  thought  and  care,  patience  and  open- 
mindedness  than  ever  before,  in  order  that  each  case  may  be  judged 
on  its  merits.  We  have  conscientiously  given  due  thought  to  every 
case  before  granting  or  rejecting  aid. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  in  every  way  co-operated,  especial- 
ly in  assigning  the  W.  P.  A.  office  and  the  Finance  Committee  room 
to  us  to  be  used  for  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  as  the  law 
which  went  into  effect  September  1,  1936,  definitely  stated  we  must 
establish  a  separate  office  for  this  purpose.  We  in  turn  allowed  part 
-of  the  Public  Welfare  office  to  be  used  by  the  W.  P.  A.  Co-ordinator, 
who  kindly  consented  to  this  arrangement. 

Last  year  we  established  a  State  Commodity  distribution  center. 
By  so  doing  we  tripled  the  amount  of  clothing  and  food  coming  into 
the  town.  As  we  have  previously  stated,  these  commodities  are  giv- 
en with  no  reduction  in  Welfare  aid  in  accordance  with  the  ruling  of 
the  Federal  Government.  However,  as  the  cemetery  project  closed 
down  and  the  W.  P.  A.  truck  was  discontinued  we  were  confronted 
with  a  very  embarrassing  situation  of  not  getting  our  allotment  of 
clothing  and  food  unless  we  hired  a  truck  and  men  to  remove  prompt- 
ly the  clothing  and  food  from  the  warehouse  at  Salem.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  Mr.  Timothy  J.  Ryan  of  the  Highway  Department  for  his 
co-operation  in  coming  forward  during  this  emergency  and  willingly 
allowing  us  to  use  his  men  and  truck.  He  has  further  undertaken 
the  task  of  going  to  Salem  every  Wednesday  morning  for  this  pur- 
pose and  delivering  sewing  garments  from  our  sewing  project  with 
no  thought  of  compensation,  which  would  create  expense  to  our  de- 
partment and  the  town. 

The  Town  Counsel  has  been  very  helpful  in  clarifying  the  new 
Mothers'  Aid  and  Old  Age  Assistance  laws  and  giving  our  depart- 
ment the  utmost  consideration  and  co-operation  which  we  greatly 
appreciate. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Department  for  helping  us  in  many 
ways  and  to  the  local  physicians  and  druggists  as  well  as  fuel  con- 
cerns who  have  relieved  the  Welfare  burden  by  making  fiat  rates 
on  Welfare  cases. 

We  desire  at  this  time  to  again  extend  our  thanks  to  the  private 
welfare  organization  which  has  given  temporary  aid  and  put  itself 
out  in  many  ways  in  our  behalf. 

We  pointed  out  last  year  that  obsolete  methods  of  bookkeeping 
and  filing  systems  existed  and  that  office  equipment  was  inadequate, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  revise  and  modernize  them.  Our  new  facil- 
ities for  handling  Welfare,  Mothers'  Aid,  and  Old  Age  Assistance 
have  proven  very  satisfactory,  especially  since  it  is  necessary  that  so 
many  reports  be  sent  out  by  this  department.  Each  week  it  is  re- 
quired that  we  give  to  the  Salem  W.  P.  A.  Regional  Office  full  par- 
ticulars of  our  weekly  case  load.  On  the  eighth  of  each  month  a  de- 
tailed report  on  all  aid  rendered  m.ust  be  made  in  duplicate  and  for- 
warded to  the  Salem  Office.  W,  P.  A.  allotments  are  based  on  these 
reports,  so  it  is  readily  understood  why  it  is  necessary  that  the  work 
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must  be  kept  up  to  date  at  all  times.  The  numerous  statistical  re- 
ports require  much  thought  and  care  and  there  are  many  items  to 
take  in  consideration  when  making  same.  These  reports  are  extra 
work  and  take  a  considerable  amount  of  time  from  the  regular  work 
which  has  grown  heavier  each  month.  However,  with  the  separat- 
ing of  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Bureau  of 
Old  Age  Assistance,  we  find  we  have  a  much  better  arrangement. 
Accurate  and  full  records  must  be  kept  of  persons  supported  at  the 
expense  of  the  town  and  the  amount  paid  for  such  support  and  re- 
lief. In  April  of  each  year  a  record  of  those  being  aided  and  the 
cost  of  same  is  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  If 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  neglects  to  comply  with  these  require- 
ments, the  town  forfeits  one  dollar  for  each  day's  neglect.  We  are 
very  glad  to  say  that  we  have  not  had  to  pay  any  fines  for  failure  to 
comply  with  the  above  rules. 

The  Federal  Government  has  requested  a  monthly  report  for 
both  Mothers'  Aid  and  Old  Age  Assistance  to  be  submitted  immedi- 
ately at  the  close  of  each  month.  Other  reports  are  requested  at 
different  intervals  during  the  year  relative  to  Federal  reimburse- 
ments. 

We  have  had  many  requests  during  the  yekr  for  workers  for 
private  employment,  such  as  mothers'  helpers  or  housework  and  odd 
jobs,  and  we  gladly  recommended  men  and  women  whom  we  feel 
would  be  qualified  for  the  employment.  We  have  appreciated  this 
interest  and  hope  it  will  continue  in  the  future. 

We  believe  that  local  committies  will  be  compelled  to  take  care 
of  their  own  immediate  needs,  in  view  of  the  fact  Congress  may  cut 
allowances  for  relief,  which  will  dO'  away  with  many  W.  P.  A.  proj- 
ects. 

We  have  tried  unceasingly  and  have  been  successful  in  helping 
unfortunate  people  to  obtain  steady  private  employment  and  are 
very  glad  to  say  that  these  people  have  once  again  had  the  opportun- 
ity to  live  normally. 

It  is  not  the  function  of  our  department  to  make  sure  the  town 
collects  money  that  is  due  from  commitments  made  from  expendi- 
tures in  our  department.  We  have  assumed  this  responsibility,  as 
we  found  no  effort  had  been  made  on  the  part  of  those  responsible, 
and  the  town  stood  to  lose  thousands  of  dollars  because  of  this  fact. 
The  intricate  laws  covering  reimbursements  state  in  effect  that  com- 
mitments to  other  towns,  cities  and  the  state  are  outlawed  after  tWo 
years,  if  steps  are  not  taken  within  two  years  to  collect. 

We  particularly  wish  to  go  on  record  as  thanking  all  cities  and 
towns,  especially  Lynn,  for  waiving  the  two  year  law.  As  a  result 
of  conferences  we  settled  disputes  and  questions  arising  over  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  as  far  back  as  1928,  leaving  only  a  few 
cases  which  have  been  turned  over  to  the  town  counsel.  This  was 
done  by  mutual  agreement  and  consent  of  the  cities  and  town  in- 
volved. We  wish  to  state  that  in  making  payments  we  received  prac- 
tically the  same  amount  as  we  paid  out,  and  we  established  good  will 
and  relations  with  other  towns  and  cities  which  has  not  existed  for 
years. 

We  also  wish  to  stress  that  although  we  have  never  recorded  our- 
selves as  being  a  party  to  the  tax  rate  reduction  made  in  1936,  it 
might  be  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  as  a  result  of  the  above  procedure 
and  the  amount  we  turned  back  to  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund,  mak- 
ing an  available  surplus  of  $11,670  which  represents  53%  of  the 
amount  drawn  from  this  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund,  possibly  Com- 
missioner Long  might  not  have  allowed  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Fund  to  be  reduced  by  $22,000. 

We  expect  to  be  of  assistance  again  this  year.  You  will  note 
from  the  following  tabulations  that  we  have  already  received  $10,- 
724.18  from  outside  cities,  towns,  individuals  aided,  and  the  state. 
If  we  include  a  balance  of  $372.57  left  from  our  "Wage  appropria- 
tion" we  will  be  responsible  for  $11,096.75  returned  to  the  Excess 
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and  Deficiency  Fund.  This  can  be  used  to  reduce  or  keep  our  tax 
rate  low  this  year.

Many  citizens  in  the  town  do  not  realize  that  the  above  amounts 
are  returned  to  the  town  from  money  that  has  been  spent  by  the  Wel- 
fare Department  and  that  in  addition  to  the  above  amount  received 
we  have  made  commitments  in  accordance  with  the  following  which 
is  due  and  the  most  of  which)  will  be  paid  to  us  within  the  next  few 
months,  except  bills  which  are  in  dispute  and  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  Town  Counsel. 
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We  feel  that  an  explanation  should  be  made  concerning  the  spe- 
cial articles  we  inserted  in  the  1986  town  warrant  callin^j  for  the  pay- 
ment of  unpaid  bills  contracted  for  prior  to  1936,  to  other  cities, 
towns  and  merchants,  amounting  to  §3,732.40  for  the  year  1934  and 
prior,  and  $3,732.84  for  the  year  1935,  which  includes  |l,044.61  owed 
merchants  in  the  town.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  Swamp- 
iscott  is  the  only  town  in  the  vicinity  against  which  no  suit  is  pend- 
ing because  we  have  not  paid  our  just  bills. 

The  actual  bills  on  hand  in  our  department  presented  to  us  by 
other  cities  and  towns  for  payment  amounted  to  $13,688.43,  which  we 
later  turned  over  to  the  Town  Accountant.  Before  the  annual  town 
meeting  last  year  we  had  convinced  other  cities  and  towns  that  the 
settlements  and  commitments  of  Swampscott  were  not  proper  charges, 
and  in  many  cases  the  charges  against  the  town  were  cancelled.  This 
represents  a  difference  of  §6,223.19  which  the  town  might  have  paid 
otherwise.  We  point  cut  that  previous  to  the  annual  town  meeting 
last  year  we  were  prepared  to  amend  our  articles  to  call  for  the 
amount  that  was  actually  paid  at  a  town  meeting  called  for  this  pur- 
pose later  in  the  year.

Last  year  we  submitted  our  budget  to  the  Finance  Committee 
and  estimated  to  the  best  of  our  ability  our  requirements  for  year 
1936.  Considering  the  conditions  under  which  an  estimate  of  this 
kind  is  made,  such  as  not  knowing  how  many  people  will  come  on 
Welfare,  Mothers'  Aid  or  Old  Age  Assistance,  or  how  much  other 
cities,  towns  and  the  State  would  charge  us,  you  will  note  from  the 
comparison  of  persons  aided  in  our  report  which  follows  that  we 
may  have  100  persons  or  we  may  have  as  low  as  32  persons.  Many  of 
those  being  reported  as  on  Welfare  rolls  are  receiving  supplement 
relief  to  their  W.  P.  A.  wages,  as  they  have  large  families,  consist- 
ing of  5  to  13  persons  per  family.  We  do  not  function  on  a  budget, 
but  in  accordance  with  the  law,  which  states  you  shall  aid  according 
to  circumstance. 

Our  actual  total  expenditures  were  $45,439.44  as  against  our  est- 
imate at  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  $47,691.  You  will  note  that 
we  requested  $2,251.56  more  than  we  actually  spent.  We  ask  the 
town  meeting  members  and  the  Finance  Committee  to  give  due  con- 
sideration to  our  estimated  budget  for  1937,  which  we  feel  is  conserv- 
atively estimated  and  we  welcome  any  criticism  or  comment. 

The  law  in  effect  states  that  all  Tovm  Departments  must  submit 
an  estimated  budget  to  our  Finance  Committee  showing  the  amount 
of  money  that  will  be  ne-cessary  to  carry  on  their  particular  depart- 
ment for  the  coming  year. 

All  Town  Departments  follow  the  routine  of  forwarding  their 
budget  to  the  Town  Accountant,  who  inserts  expenditures  of  the  pre- 
vious year  in  accordance  with  the  various  accounts  set  up  for  a  par- 
ticular department.  This  is  so  that  the  Finance  Committee  may 
make  a  comparison  of  actual  expenditures  as  against  the  estimates 
to  determine  if  the  expenditures  were  reasonable  as  well  as  the  est- 
imates which  were  submitted. 

The  Town  Accountant's  report  forwarded  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee showing  actual  expenditures  of  the  Welfare  Department  for 
the  year  1936  indicates  that  approximately  $5,300.00  was  not  report- 
ed; that  is,  we  spent  approximately  $5,300.00  more  than  the  figures 
shown. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Welfare  Expenditures  under  the  head- 
ing of  Accounting  Department  in  the  Town  Report  may  show  ap- 
proximately $5,300.00  less  than  our  actual  expenditures  during  the 
year  1936,  we  wish  toi  inform  the  citizens  of  the  town  that  the  total 
expenditures  of  our  department  are  $45,439.44  including  $1,142.32, 
which  is  the  amount  paid  to  our  Investigator. 

You  will  note  that  our  total  expenditures  are  shown  in  our  re- 
port under  comparison  of  welfare  costs. 

We  also  wish  to  explain  the  Federal  funds  which  come  back 
direct  to  our  department  to  be  used  over  again.  The  reimbursements 
on  Old  Age  Assistance  come  back  into  the  Welfare  fund  direct,  in- 
stead of  going  into  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  fund,  which  is  the  ac- 
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counting  procedure  on  all  other  reimbursements  from  our  expend- 
itures. 

It  was  not  known  until  August  12,  1936,  that  this  portion  of  Old 
Age  Assistance  would  come  back  direct  to  be  used  over  again  and  we 
do  not  know  what  changes  may  take  place  this  coming  year.  How- 
ever, we  have  anticipated  that  we  will  receive  twelve  months'  reim- 
bursements from  the  Federal  government,  which  is  one-half  of  all 
expenditures  up  to  $30  on  all  cases,  providing  the  Federal  auditors 
approve  of  the  procedure  we  have  followed  and  do  not  reject  cases 
on  minor  technicalities. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  again  selected  and  made  ready 
ten  young  men  who  wished  to  enroll  for  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps.  These  young  men  came  from  large  families  who  were  on 
relief  rolls.  These  people  not  only  benefited  themselves  but  were 
able  to  help  at  home.  The  |25  which  is  sent  to  their  families  by  the 
Federal  government  is  a  great  help  in  reducing  the  aid  rendered  by 
this  department.  The  remaining  |5  is  used  by  the  person  enrolled 
for  his  needs. 

Duties  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department 

1.  Direction  of  public  relief,  both  indoor  and  outdoor,  given  to 
unsettled  persons  by  other  cities  and  towns. 

2.  Supervision  of  Mothers'  aid  rendered  by  the  town. 

3.  Care  and  maintenance  of  delinquent,  neglected  and  depend- 
ent children  coming  into  the  custody  of  the  department  through  court 
commitment  or  otherwise. 

4.  Institutional  custody  and  treatment  of  juvenile  offenders 
committed  by  the  courts  and  the  care  oi  these  children  in  families. 

5.  Investigation  and  assigning  of  young  men  between  the  age 
of  16  and  25  to  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corp. 

6.  Notification  of  the  state,  other  cities  and  towns  within  the 
required  time  to  obtain  reimbursements  on  all  cases. 

7.  Investigation  of  bank  accounts,  postal  savings  and  any  oth- 
er source  of  income  or  equity  in  properties. 

Among  the  other  supervisory  and  inspectional  duties  of  the  de- 
partment may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

1.  Visitation  and  inspection  of  care  given  children  supported 
by  the  tovm. 

2.  Visitation  and  investigation  of  care  given  to  all  adults  sup- 
ported in  families  other  than  their  own. 

3.  Reception  and  classification  of  persons  supported  or  relieved 
and  the  cost  thereof. 

4.  Investigation  of  legal  settlement  of  all  cases  who  are  sup- 
ported, relieved  or  buried  by  the  town.

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Mathers'  Aid  Department 

We  are  aiding:  under  the  Mothers'  Aid  law  six  cases  at  the  pres* 
ent  time.  With  the  Social  Security  act  coming  into  effect  it  was 
necessary,  accordinj^  to  the  new  law,  for*  us  to  change  the  allotments 
over  to  a  semi-monthly  cash  basis.  This  is  not  likely  to  work  out 
well  in  all  cases,  as,  we  lose  the  close  contact  we  had  with  the  indi- 
viduals when  this  department  paid  the  bills  direct.  However,  to 
protect  the  town's  share  of  reimbursement  we  must  conform  with  the 
law. 

Mothers'  Aid'  is  one  of  the  most  important  as  well  as  one  of  the 
most  costly  forms  of  relief.  It  is  most  important  because  it  affects 
the  future  lives  of  a  large  number  of  dependent  children  who  are 
the  citizens  of  tomorrow  and  whose  homelife  is  under  the  care  of 
their  own  mother.  Mothers'  Aid  is  not  a  form  of  relief  which  is  on- 
ly temporary,  but  one  which  is  likely  to  continue  until  the  children 
have  grown  up  and  the  family  becomes  self-supporting.

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Last  year  a  report  similar  to  the  previous  page  was  submitted. 
In  making  comparisons  you  will  note  that  it  becomes  necessary  each 
year  to  bring  figures  up  to  date  because  of  the  unknown  facts  which 
appear  the  following  year,  such  as  abatements  or  unpaid  bills. 

In  the  past  a  number  of  bills  have  been  sent  to  us  for  payment 
after  the  year  has  closed.  These  bills  come  from  other  cities  and 
towns  who  are  aiding  persons  with  a  settlement  in  Swampscott. 

This  year  we  have  gone  to  the  trouble  of  having  cities  and  towns 
forward  their  bills  before  the  closing  of  the  fiscal  year.  Included  in 
our  expenditures  for  1936  you  will  note  that  85,156.75  has  been  paid 
to  other  cities  and  towns,  making  it  unnecessary,  insofar  as  we  know, 
to  present  special  articles  in  the  warrant  to  cover  such  items.  We 
have  unpaid  bills  representing  $1,624.99  which  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  Town  Counsel.  We  claim  the  town  does  not  owe  these  bills 
which  date  as  far  back  as  1932.  However,  it  is  possible  that  the 
courts  may  decide  at  some  future  date  the  town  owes  part  or  all, 
in  which  case  our  comparison  of  Welfare  costs  will  have  to  be  re- 
vised again. 

You  will  note  Old  Age  Assistance  has  increased  during  the  year 
1936  over  1935  in  the  amount  of  $8,468.36,  whilei  the  c^sts,  of  Wel- 
fare decreased  in  the  amount  of  $1,177.92. 
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SURPLUS  COMMODITIES  DIVISION 

A  few  outstanding  facts  regarding  the  Food  and  Clothing  Dis- 
tribution Project  located  at  154  Humphrey  street  and  at  Hegarty's 
store,  Essex  street,  Swampscott. 

During  December,  1936,  a  total  of  196  different  families  were 
given  food  commodities.  An  average  of  144  families  called  weekly, 
representing  about  650  persons. 

In  December  our  distribution  center  received: 
6620  lbs.  (over  3  tons)  of  grapefruit 
2575  lbs.  (1^/4  tons)  turnips 
414  lbs.  prunes 

In  the  six  months  ending  December  31,  1936,  the  following  nine 
varieties  of  food  were  distributed: 

Pea  beans,  canned  beef,  evaporated  milk,  flour,  onions,  dried 
peas,  prunes,  turnips  and  grapefruit. 

During  December  166  families  received  clothing.  This  comprised 
28  different  kinds  of  apparel,  including  nearly  all  clothing  required 
by  men,  women  and  children  except  stockings,  shoes,  gloves  and  hats. 
Sheets,  pillow  cases  and  towels  were  household  articles  available. 
Clothing  is  dispensed  once  a  month  in  regular  alphabetical  rotation. 

Our  sub-commissary  located  in  Hegarty's  store,  opposite  the 
Swampscott  Cemetery,  serves  from  25  to  30  faimilies  living  in  the 
upper  end  of  the  town  near  the  Salem  line.  This  service  is  especial- 
ly appreciated  in  cold  and  stormy  weather.  It  saves  the  applicants 
(many*  of  whom  are  women)  a  long  walk  of  two  or  more  miles. 

Thanks  is  also  due  Max  Shribman  for  allowing  the  use  of  a  va- 
cant store  in  the  Eaton  building  for  the  temporary  storage  of  per- 
ishable fruit  and  vegetables. 

The  facts  and  figures  included  in  this  report  were  furnished  by 
Reginald  L.  Webb,  Chief  Clerk  of  our  center. 

We  wish  to  point  out  that  in  spending  money  for  rent  and  trans- 
portation, which  comes  out  of  Public  Welfare  appropriation,  the  Fed- 
eral government  in  return  furnishes  commodities  to  the  town  with- 
out charge,  which  has  been  very  helpful  to  those  who  are  in  need. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  make  sure  that  the  town  receives  its 
share  of  commodity  distributions  from  the  Federal  government  and 
keep  people  employed  who  might  otherwise  be  out  of  work.

CERTIFYING  AGENT 

Before  taking  over  duties  of  Certifying  Agent  for  the  town 
my  idle  time  was  well  occupied  with  the  responsibilities  which  go 
with  the  chairmanship  of  the  Board)  of  Public  Welfare  and  Bureau 
of  Old  Age  Assistance,  and  I  was  not  desirous  of  further  burdens  if 
I  could  have  conscientiously  avoided  them.  In  view  of  this  fact  I 
hope  that  the  citizens  will  appreciate  my  efforts  in  their  behalf  to 
act  as  Certifying  Agent,  which  involves  considerable  time  and  work 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact  without  compensation. 

The  Federal  government  issued  instructions  pointing  out  new 
rules  and  regulations  which  were  to  be  followed  if  cities  and  towns 
expected  to  relieve  Welfare  rolls  by  assigning  able-bodied  persons 
to  work  on  P.  W.  A.  or  W.  P.  A.  projects. 

In  brief,  these  instructions  insisted  that  starting  August  1,  1936, 
persons  who  were  actually  in  needy  circumstances  would  be  assigned 
to  work  providing  Mayors  and  Boards  of  Selectmen  of  all  cities  and 
towns  would  appoint  a  Certifying  Agent  who  would  be  held  respons- 
ible and  who  would  make  sure  that  persons  on  Welfare  rolls  were 
given  the  preference.  They  insisted  that  the  chairman  of  the 
Boards  of  .Public  Welfare  should  be  the  recognized  source  for  such 
certifications,  and  if  towns  and  cities  expected  to  relieve  Welfare 
costs  these  rules  should  be  carried  out.    At  the  request  of  the  Board 
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of  Selectmen  I  accepted  this  duty  in  the  interest  of  the  town.  Since 
becoming  Certifying  Agent  I  have  sincerely  functioned  along  these 
lines,  as  our  Welfare  rolls  will  indicate. 

We  want  the  citizens  to  know  that  we  have  received  the  utmost 
consideration  throughout  the  year  from  Federal  authorities  under 
the  Supervision  of  Daniel  W.  Mahony,  District  Director  located  in 
Salem.  This  has  relieved  distress  and  has  allowed  us  to  keep  our 
welfare  costs  to  a  minimum  by  assignments  of  able  bodied  men  and 
women  to  work  on  P.  W.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.  projects.  At  times  we  were 
allowed  to  exceed  our  quota  and  allotment  of  money,  otherwise  we 
would  have  been  confronted  with  the  embarrassing  situation  of  tak- 
ing some  person  off  a  project  who  was  in  very  needy  circumstances 
and  who  would  have  eventually  come  on  our  welfare  roils  for  as- 
sistance. As  of  December  1,  1936,  our  records  indicate  that  we  did 
not  have  one  able-bodied  person  capable  of  working  on  W.  P.  A.  proj- 
ects who  had!  not  been  assigned.  We  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  our  report  shows  the  number  of  persons  aided  cover- 
ing supplementary  aid  only  or  of  persons  who  were  not  physically 
able  to  work  on  W.  "P.  A.  or  P.  W.  A.  projects. 

Since  December  1,  however,  we  have  not  been  so  fortunate,  as 
Federal  funds  were  exhausted  and  during  December  25  persons  v/ere 
laid  off  W.  P.  A.  or  P.  W.  A.  This  not  only  effected  Swampscott  but 
every  city  and  town  throughout  Massachusetts. 

The  recent  budget  submitted  to  Congress  by  the  President  indi- 
cates that  possibly  there  may  be  further  reductions  or  drastic  cuts 
in  W.  P.  A.  projects,  which  will  put  the  burden  on  local  communities 
to  take  care  of  their  own  problems. 

It  would  seem  that  from  a  financial  standpoint  the  town  would 
be  very  much  better  off  as  well  as  those  who  are  out  of  work  and 
have  to  be  helped,  where  work  is  not  available  on  W.  P.  A.  projects, 
to  lay  out  a  program  of  work  which  will  be  beneficial  to  the  town 
and  able-bodied  men  given  work  and  provided  with  the  means  of  sup- 
port through  the  Welfare  department. 

Until  such  time  as  assignments  are  made  to  projects  or  jobs  are 
secured  in  private  employment,  they  are  in  arrears  in  rent,  light, 
fuel  and  according  to  law  we  must  consider  such  cases.  The  major- 
ity of  these  people  have  large  families  and  are  willing  to  work  if 
given  an  opportunity.  We  have  made  arrangements  during  the  month 
of  December  with  Mr.  Burk,  our  Moth  Superintendent,  to  take  all 
able-bodied  men  on  our  relief  rolls  and  have  them  work  out  aid  ren- 
dered. We  followed  this  same  procedure  with  the  Park  Depart- 
ment last  year.  In  this  way  the  town  is  receiving  work  in  return 
for  the  aid  rendered  and  the  persons  involved  feel  much  better  about 
accepting  help. 

It  would  not  have  been  possible  for  me  to  have  taken  care  of  all 
the  details  without  the  help  of  our  Co-ordinator,  Edward  A.  Sawyer, 
and  I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  him  in  behalf  of  the  Board  for  help- 
ing me  to  perform  my  duties.

BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE  REPORT 

That  part  of  the  Social  Security  Act  which  went  into  effect  Sep- 
tember 1,  1936,  changed  the  requirements  pertaining  to  Old  Age  As- 
sistance extensively.  The  law  was  revised  to  better  the  living  con- 
ditions of  deserving  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  reached 
the  age  of  sixty-five  or  over. 

Many  laws  governing  the  granting  of  "Relief  to  the  Needy" 
were  changed,  such  as  that  pertaining  to  the  equity  in  property.  If 
an  applicant  has  more  than  S2,000  equity  in  property,  where  he 
makes  his  home,  relief  may  be  secured  providing  a  Penal  Bond  for 
the  excess  of  $2,000  is  made  out  and  turned  over  to  the  town,  so  that 
the  town  will  have  first  claim  for  the  amount  of  aid  rendered. 
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An  applicant  may  have  up  to  $1,000  in  insurance  and  $300  cash 
in  the  bank.  It  must  be  understood,  however,  that  cash  or  proper- 
ty which  has  been  assigned  or  transferred  within  the  past  five  years 
may  disqualify  a  person  for  assistance. 

In  order  for  applicants  to  qualify  for  Old  Age  Assistance  they 
must  submit  a  birth  certificate  or  naturalization  papers  to  prove 
age  and  citizenship.  They  must  have  resided  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  five  out  of  the  last  nine  years,  and  for  one  year 
continuously  immediately  preceding  their  application. 

It  can  be  readily  understood,  vdth  all  these  changes  in  the  law, 
why  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
and  in  the  office  work. 

It  has  taken  considerable  time  and  effort  on  our  part  to  con- 
vince those  applying  that  this  is  not  a  pension,  but  "Relief  for  the 
Needy,"  and  that  we  are  following  the  laws  in  deciding  their  partic- 
ular case.  It  still  is,  and  will  continue  to  be,  until  the  laws  are 
changed,  the  duty  of  children  who  are  able  to  help  or  contribute  in 
any  way  towards  the  support  of  their  parents,  to  do  so.  In  granting 
aid  we  take  this  fact  into  consideration.  We  point  out  these  facts 
because  we  want  the  citizens,  as  well  as  those  applying,  to  know  that 
we  pride  ourselves  in  handling  cases  based  on  their  merits.  Since 
the  laws  are  new  we  have  had  to  spend  considerable  time  in  educat- 
ing ourselves  so  that  we  may  properly  function. 

It  may  also  be  interesting  to  know  that  all  cases  must  receive 
the  approval  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  before  aid, 
or  the  amount  of  aid,  is  rendered.  We  have  considered  the  import- 
ance of  keeping  the  cost  of  aid  down  by  making  contracts  on  fuel, 
with  town  doctors,  druggists  and.  oil  concerns,  and  we  issue  cards 
showing  discounts  may  be  obtained  by  those  to  whom  aid  is  granted. 
When  we  determine  the  amount  of  aid  to  be  given  we  take  contract 
prices  into  consideration. 

To  Function  Indlefinitely 

There  has  been  some  talk  about  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance going  out  of  existance  in  1941.  In  our  opinion  the  Bureau  will 
continue  to  function  indefinitely.  The  pension  allotted  to  those  work- 
ing in  private  employment,  who  will  retire  within  10  or  15  years, 
will  be  very  small,  because  they  have  not  contributed  a  very  large 
amount  toward  their  pension.  This  will  mean  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  will  have  to  supplement  aid.  We  also  point  out  that  we 
will  have  the  same  procedure  to  follow  in  the  cases  where  persons 
are  not  employed  and  who  do  not  come  under  the  pension  system. 

During  the  year  a  change  in  personnel  took  place  in  the  Welfare 
Department.  Richard  Chambers,  our  very  efficient  assistant  clerk, 
went  to  private  employment  and  we  replaced  him  with  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth H.  Burckes,  who  is  now  Clerk  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance. At  the  time  of  the  change  new  laws  covering:  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance were  put  into  effect,  which  definitely  stated  that  a  separate 
division  must  be  established  in  each  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  desig- 
nated as  the  "Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance,"  as  provided  in  section 
two  of  the  law,  said  Bureau  to  maintain  independent  records  and 
personnel.  We  persuaded  the  State  Department  that  we  would  be  cre- 
ating unnecessary  additional  expense  by  foillowing  the  law  to  the 
letter,  and  for  the  time  being  we  were  allowed  to  continue  with  Miss 
Abbie  E.  Robinson,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, as  bookkeeper  for  both  departments,  providing  the  accounts 
were  kept  separate.  We  also  were  allowed  to  continue  with  our  pres- 
ent investigator,  Donald  Redfern,  for  both  departments. 

In  view  of  the  fact  the  two  clerks  agreed  to  handle  the  work,  and 
as  our  quarters  were  limited  for  desk  roomi  we  voted  to  grant  an  in- 
crease to  each  clerk.  The  Federal  Government  in  reimbursing  our 
department  allows  approximately  3%  for  administrative  expenses, 
which  imore  than  takes  care  of  the  increases  granted.    Regardless  of

whether  this  source  of  income  was  available  or  not,  we  would  have 
followed  the  same  procedure. 

The  responsibility  of  granting  aid  and  knowing  the  law,  submit- 
ting reports  on  time,  making  proper  notification  within  the  required 
time  and  being  able  to  depend  on  our  clerks  to  function  properly,  due 
to  the  fact  we  do  not  function  as  a  full  time  Board,  calls  for  unusual 
consideration. 

We  feel  that  the  abatements  in  the  past  years  is  an  indication 
that  we  have  used  good  judgment  in  deciding  this  matter.  It  may 
be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  to  note  the  losses  due  to  ignorance  of 
the  law  and  improper  handling  of  accounts  has  cost  the  tax-payers 
$4,538.10  prior  to  the  year  1934.  If  this  condition  was  allowed  to 
continue  with  our  present  expenditures  the  town,  which  is  the  tax- 
payer, would  have  lost  many  more  thousands  of  dollars. 

Following  are  the  duties  of  this  department: 

1.  Take  applications. 

2.  Check  with  Banks  and  Insurance  Companies. 

3.  Verify  Swampscott  settlements  or  those  of  other  cities  and 
towns. 

4.  List  names  and  amounts  on  Old  Age  Assistance  payrolls 
twice  a  month. 

5.  Take  care  of  all  communications. 

6.  Notify  outside  cities  and  towns  when  applicants  have  outside 
settlements. 

7.  Make  out  monthly  Social  Security  Act  report  in  detail. 

8.  Make  out  monthly  rejection  report  for  the  State. 

9.  Copy  all  applications  and  forward  to  State,  and  notify  the 
State  thereafter  of  all  business  pertaining  to  the  individual  cases. 

10.  Arrange  a  weekly  calendar. 

11.  Keep  up  to  date  a  detailed  annual  report  for  the  State  on 
all  applicants. 

12.  Figure  individual  bills  to  other  cities  and  to-\\Tis  on  each 
recipient  with  outside  settlement. 

13.  Make  out  detailed  individual  bills  to  the  State  for  each  ap- 
plicant aided  during  the  year. 

14.  Many  other  varied  duties  which  present  themselves  during 
the  course  of  regular  work.

Board  of  Public  Welfare: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  In- 
vestigator and  Visitor  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  154  Public  Welfare  cases  this  year  show  a  decrease  of  36 
cases  over  the  peak  of  the  Welfare  cases  during  the  previous  winter. 
This  result  was  made  possible  by  our  being  able  to  get  work  on  the 
W.  P.  A.  Projects  for  our  neediest  and  largest  families.  Needy  fam- 
ilies thus  taken  off  our  relief  rolls  had  only  to  be  provided  with  fuel 
during  the  winter  months  and  an  occasional  supplementary  food 
order.  This  of  course,  caused  an  immediate  saving  on  our  welfare 
expenditures. 

However,  this  year,  as  during  the  previous  year,  W.  P.  A.  work- 
ers were  left  occasionally  stranded  for  a  few  days  by  the  temporary 
hold  up  of  their  pay  checks  by  the  government.  I  have  been  forced 
to  act  as  complaint  officer,  hear  complaints  and  pass  upon  the  indi- 
vidual merits  of  each  W.  P.  A.  worker's  case  who  applied  for  emer- 
gency supplementary  aid. 

Although  business  conditions  in  this  community,  as  is  true  of 
the  whole  country,  have  greatly  improved,  yet  requests  for  aid  have 
not  decreased  to  any  appreciable  extent.  Out  of  the  422  requests  for 
aid  206  were  dropped  after  a  thorough  investigation  showed  that 
they  had  an  income  through  part  time  work  or  assistance  from  some- 
body in  their  immediate  family  and  were,  therefore,  ineligible  for 
town  aid,  in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  governing  the  func- 
tioning of  welfare  departments. 

On  September  1,  1936,  the  new  law  which  reduced  the  age  lim- 
it for  Old  Age  Assistance  from  70  to  65  years,  became  operative  and 
immediately  the  Old  Age  Assistance  bureau  was  besieged  by  appli- 
cants and  new  applications  came  in  at  the  rate  of  4  or  5  a  day.  To 
most  persons  the  making  out  of  an  Old  Age  Assistance  application 
would  seem  a  simple  matter,  but  in  our  offi.ce^  we  have  found!  out  the 
quickest  time  it  can  be  done  is  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour  and 
often  it  takes  the  elderly  person  applying  one  and  one-half  hours  to 
answer  all  the  questions.  Fortunately  a  new  room  had  been  given 
us  in  the  Town  Hall  so  that  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance'  could 
have  an  entirely  separate  room  and  office,  althotigh  still  remaining 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  as  explained 
elsewhere  in  the  Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance. 

As  each  new  person  applied  I  had  to  visit  them  in  their  home  to 
make  a  report  on  their  circumstances  and  home  conditions  before 
their  application  could  be  granted.  The  law  requires  that  each  Old 
Age  recipient  has  to  be  visited  four  times  each  year  and  the  chart 
given  below  will  show  how  enormously  my  work  has  increased  in  this 
department.

This  chart  also  explains  factually  the  reason  for  the  great  in- 
crease in  expenditures  by  the  Public  Welfare  Department  during  the 
past  year. 

Were  it  not  for  the  reduction  of  Welfare  demands  made  possible 
by  the  W.  P.  A.  projects  I  could  not  possibly  find  time  to  make  the 
necessary  Old  Age  Assistance  calls  and  investigations,  but  as  con- 
ditions are  now  and  portend  to  be  in  the  future  I  will  gladly  do  both. 

The  finding  of  suitable  homes  for  aged  people  who  desire  to 
live  in  Swampscott  is  still  quite  a  problem  and  the  number  of  new 
temporary  aid  cases  which  were  investigated  has  shown  no  falling 
off  in  number  from  the  previous  year. 
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Ten  boys  have  been  sent  to  C.  C.  C.  camps  during  the  course  of 
the  year  and  many  more  boys  from  needy  families  could  have  been 
sent  had  they  but  applied.  Out  of  59  boys  who  have  gone  to  camp 
since  the  C.  C.  C.  first  began  to  operate  only  6  have  returned  dissat- 
isfied. These  statistics  must  show  that  the  average  boy  receives  fine 
treatment  at  camp  besides  getting  the  practical  vocational  work  of- 
fered him,  the  better  to  prepare  him  for  his  place  in  life  once  he 
quits  camp.  Considerable  investigation  is  required  before  the  boys 
are  accepted  for  C.  C-  C. 

I  have  received  from  and  rendered  to  the  Swamps cott  Welfare 
Committee  and  other  charitable  organizations  the  fullest  co-opera- 
tion. 

I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  other 
two  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  all  others  who  have 
so  kindly  co-operated  with  me.

High  School 

During  the  year,  one  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  town 
has  been  satisfied  by  the  alteration  and  enlargement  of  the  High 
School.  This  has  been  recently  completed  and  the  building  is  now 
adequate  in  all  respects  and  should  serve  the  town  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner  for  many  years  to  come.

Report  on  Article  Four: 

The  Planning  Board  has  examined  the  plans  for  the  building 
proposed  in  this  article  and  feels  that  they  are  adequate  for  the  pur- 
pose.

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  need  of  any  additional 
tea  rooms,  restaurants,  or  gift  shops  in  this  part  of  the  town  and 
lhat  it  is  better  for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  town  that 
the  zoning  of  this  property  remain  as  it  is. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed.

King's  Beach 

The  Board  has  received  many  complaints  in  the  last  year  of  the 
lack  of  toilet  facilities  at  King's  Beach,  This  beach  is  under  the  jur- 
isdiction of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  so  that  the  town 
itself  can  do  nothing  to  remedy  the  present  condition.  However,  the 
Planning  Board  has  consulted  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission and  has  arranged  with  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  to  introduce  a  bill  in  the  legislature  call- 
ing for  an  appropriation  of  money  to  build  comfort  stations  for  the 
use  of  bathers  on  this  beach.  The  board  hopes  to  have  this  matter 
cleared  up  this  year. 

Proposed  Gas  Station 

During  the  year,  an  attempt  was  made  to  establish  a  gas  sta- 
tion at  the  corner  of  Humphrey  street  and  Puritan  road.  While 
there  was  no  necessity  of  the  Board's  holding  a  public  hearing  on 
this  question,  as  the  property  is  already  zoned  for  business,  how- 
ever, the  Board  felt  that  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the 
town  did  not  demand  any  additional  gas  stations  in  this  area.  There- 
fore, the  Chairman  of  the  Board  appeared  before  the  Selectmen  and 
opposed  the  granting  of  the  permit.  The  permit  was  denied  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Playgrounds 

The  Planning  Board  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  one  of  the  more 
pressing  needs  of  the  town  is  adequate  playgrounds  for  the  smaller 
children.  It  therefore  recommends  to  the  citizens  that  favorable  ac- 
tion be  taken  on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting 
for  1937,  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  money  to  equip  portions 
of  Jackson  Park  and  Abbott  Park  with  playground  equipment  as  a 
start  on  this  project. 

Traffic  Control 

During  the  year,  the  Planning  Board  has  made  several  recom- 
mendations to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  concerning  the  advisability 
of  placing  stop  signs  at  street  intersections  throughout  the  town, 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  very  kindly  co-operated  with  us  in 
these  matters. 

Historical  Spots 

It  was  called  to  our  attention  that  the  town  of  Manchester  has 
succeeded  in  establishing  a  W.  P.  A.  project  for  the  gathering  of 
information  about  the  historical  spots  in  that  town,  and  for  the 
establishment  of  suitable  markers  thereon.  This  seems  to  your  Board 
a  very  worthwhile  project,  and  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  obtain 
a  similar  grant  for  the  town  of  Swampscott. 
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Bus  Service  in  the  Shaw  Estate 

This  section  is  a  very  fast-growing  part  of  the  tov^^n.  In  fact,  it 
is  the  only  part  of  the  town  where  any  new  construction  is  going 
on.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  growth  should  be  fostered 
as  much  as  possible  by  the  town,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  new 
taxable  values  to  off-set  what  the  town  has  lost  through  the  tearing 
down  of  old  buildings  in  the  last  few  years.  One  of  the  best  ways  to 
aid  in  this  development  is  to  obtain  bus  service  for  the  residents  in 
that  vicinity.  At  the  present  time  they  have  a  long  walk  to  Hum- 
phrey street  to  the  street  car  line.  Next  June  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts Street  Railway  Company  is  to  abandon  the  use  of  street 
cars  and  substitute  buses  throughout  the  whole  town.  The  Board 
feels  that  if  a  bus  line  is  established  in  the  Shaw  Estate,  it  will  be 
favorable  both  for  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  for  the  tov^m.  The  Planning  Board  has  already  called  this 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  will  do  its  utmost 
to  accomplish  this  end. 

Another  great  aid  to  the  development  of  this  section  of  the  town 
would  be  opening  up  Forest  avenue  as  a  public  way  all  the  way 
through  to  Humphrey  street.  This  would  not  only  open  up  a  new 
area  for  the  development,  but  would  also  make  the  present  area 
much  more  accessible  and  would  provide  a  more  direct  route  to  the 
Stanley  school  and  the  High  school. 

New  Planning  Board  Statute 

The  Planning  Board  has  caused  the  following  article  to  be 
placed  on  the  ballot  for  the  annual  town  election  for  1937: 

"To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 211  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  entitled  'An  act  providing  an  improved 
method  of  municipal  planning'." 

This  act,  if  adopted  by  the  town,  will  abolish  the  present  Plan- 
ning Board  and  establish  a  new  one  with  greater  powers.  The  pres- 
ent Board  will  go  out  of  existence  and  a  new  Board  will  be  elected 
at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1938.  One  of  the  greatest  benefits  to 
be  obtained  by  adopting  this  new  Statute  will  be  to  give  the  Plan- 
ning Board  jurisdiction  over  all  new  proposed  real  estate  sub- 
divisions. Under  the  new  act  before  a  builder  can  lay  out  a  new 
street  and  start  construction,  the  plans  for  the  sub-division  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  and  approved  by  it.  The  Board 
will  have  authority  over  such  matters  as  the  width  of  the  street, 
the  size  of  the  lots,  and  to  a  certain  extent,  the  type  of  building  to 
be  constructed.  In  view  of  the  sad  experience  that  the  town  of 
Swampscott  has  had  in  the  development  of  the  Swampscott  High- 
lands, the  Board  urges  strongly  that  this  new  act  be  adopted  by  the 
town  so  that  any  repetition  of  the  Swampscott  Highlands  may  be 
avoided.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  for  the  year  1936,  together  with 
the  reports  of  all  officers  and  boards  which  we  have  received. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  board  to 
encourage  co-operation  between  the  various  town  officers,  boards  and 
committees  with  the  aim  of  obtaining  for  the  citizens  a  maximum  of 
efficient  municipal  service  as  economically  as  possible. 

We  point  with  considerable  pride  to  the  reduced  tax  rate  of 
$27,  resulting  in  part  from  our  action  in  causing  to  be  brought  be- 
fore the  special  town  meeting  held  March  30,  1936,  an  article  calling 
for  the  use  of  certain  available  funds  in  the  treasury  for  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  tax  rate  over  the  previous  year.  We  believe  that  by  con- 
tinued co-operative  action  on  the  part  of  the  various  town  depart- 
ments, together  with  the  possible  use  of  available  funds  in  the  trea- 
sury, this  rate  can  and  should  be  maintained  for  some  time. 

Relief  Problems 

In  common  with  other  communities,  Swampscott  is  still  faced 
with  the  problem  of  meeting  continued  unemployment  and  increased 
demands  for  relief  from  its  citizens. 

Activities  sponsored  under  the  W.  P.  A.  continue  to  be  a  neces- 
sary function.  During  the  year  much  work  has  been  done  on  the 
Hawthorne  brook  project  and  at  the  cemetery,  as  well  as  under  the 
recreational  and  sewing  projects.  The  distribution  of  food  and  cloth- 
ing through  a  federal  agency  has  continued  as  in  the  past  few  years. 
The  town  furnishes  the  quarters  for  this  distributing  center.  There 
are  still  many  projects  which  could  be  carried  on  under  the  W.  P.  A. 
and  we  strongly  recommend  that  the  town  avail  itself  of  every  op- 
portunity to  benefit  from  the  funds  being  disbursed'  by  the  Federal 
government. 

Work  will  begin  in  the  early  spring  on  the  proposed  widening 
of  the  underpass  on  the  State  road.  We  believe  that  this  project  will 
rot  only  eliminate  a  serious  traffic  hazard,  but  will  also  improve  the 
general  appearance  of  that  particular  location  and  at  the  same  time 
furnish  work  for  many  of  the  unemployed.  This  work  will  be  fin- 
anced entirely  by  the  Federal  government  and  we  have  arranged  so 
that  the  excess  material  resulting  from  the  excavation  work  can  be 
obtained  for  filling  purposes  at  Phillips  Park  without  cost  to  the 
town. 

Public  Improvements 

We  are  pleased  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  various 
improvements  that  we  have  caused  to  be  made  throughout  the  town. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  various  town  departments  af- 
fected, the  dumping  nuisance  at  Phillips  Park,  which  for  years  has 
been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  the  residents  and  taxpayers  in  that 
vicinity,  has  been  eliminated. 

Lighting  conditions  have  been  improved  at  the  Swampscott  de- 
pot through  the  efforts  of  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  board  has  endeavored  to  eliminate  several  so-called  dark  spots 
throughout  the  town. 
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The  old  scales  on  New  Ocean  street  have  been  covered  over  in 
order  to  prevent  accidents  which  might  result  in  serious  law  suits 
being  brought  against  the  town. 

On  July  4,  John  Albree  presented  to  the  town  a  cannon  of  con- 
siderable historic  interest,  cast  in  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  This  cannon,  which  was  captured  from  the  British  in  the 
War  of  1812,  has  been  mounted  at  the  Blaney  Beach  Reservation 
and  bears  an  inscription  briefly  outlining  its  history.  We  wish  to 
publicly  express  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Albree  for  his  gift  and  also  to 
Wallace  W.  Pratt,  the  Town  Engineer,  for  his  exhaustive  studies 
which  resulted  in  having  the  cannon  mounted  on  an  authentically 
designed  carriage  of  the  period  from  which  it  dates. 

During  the  year  the  town  was  presented  with  a  flagpole  by  Mrs. 
Bessie  Preston  Butler,  which  has  been  erected  at  Phillips  Park.  A 
large  flag  also  for  use  at  Phillips  Park  has  been  presented  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Frank  H.  Gage.  We  are  glad  to  publicly  express  the  thanks 
of  the  town  for  these  gifts. 

We  feel  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  should  give  serious 
thought  to  a  progressive  program  of  municipal  improvement,  which, 
over  a  period  of  years,  will  provide  certain  buildings  to  enhance  the 
prestige  of  the  town  and  at  the  same  time  fill  a  very  definite  need. 
A  new  town  hall,  police  station,  central  fire  station  and  field  house 
at  Phillips  Park  are  things  which  are  needed,  and  some  of  which 
could  undoubtedly  be  obtained  under  the  P.  W.  A.  at  a  considerable 
saving  over  what  their  costs  would  be  if  paid  directly  by  the  town  in 
a  period  of  rising  prices. 

Permanent  Road  and  Sidewalk  Construction 

We  believe  that  the  town  should  follow  a  definite  plan  of  road 
and  sidewalk  construction.  The  continual  patching  from  year  to  year 
of  old  roads  is  not  economical.  We  therefore  advocate  a  progressive 
program  of  this  type  of  work  in  the  interests  of  civic  improvement 
as  well  as  of  economy. 

V.  F.  W.  Club  House  Fire 

On  December  1,  1936,  the  building  on  Pine  street  occupied  by 
the  Joseph  L.  Stevens  Post,  No.  1240,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  This  building  originally  was  a  school  house 
and  later  was  converted  into  a  hall  for  the  use  of  the  James  L. 
Bates  Post,  No.  118,  G.  A.  R.  In  1931  the  building  was  condemned, 
and  at  that  time  the  Joseph  L.  Stevens  Post  arranged  to  take  over 
the  building  as  a  club  house  and  make  the  necessary  repairs  to 
place  it  in  a  usable  condition.  According  to  a  statement  filed  with 
the  board  the  V.  F.  W.  Post  made  an  investment  of  materials  and 
labor  aggregating  ^,489,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  W.  P.  A., 
the  club  house  prior  to  the  time  of  its  destruction  had  been  placed 
in  very  good  condition.  The  building  was  adjudged  a  total  loss  and 
the  insurance,  amounting  to  $8,000,  has  been  paid  in  full  to  the  town. 

Humphrey  Street  Widening 

For  years  that  portion  of  Humphrey  street  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  old  Palmer  School  lot  has  constituted  a  serious  hazard  to  traf- 
fic. We  feel  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  widen  the  street  from 
the  junction  of  Atlantic  avenue  to  Palmer  avenue.  This  will  involve 
the  taking  of  approximately  7,100  feet  of  land  by  the  town.  How- 
ever, as  it  would  not  involve  the  moving  of  any  building  it  would  be 
far  more  economical  to  acquire  the  land  at  this  time  than  to  wait 
and  thus  permit  new  buildings  to  be  erected  on  the  land.  Assistance 
in  the  actual  widening  and  resurfacing  of  the  street  would  undoubt- 
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edly  be  furnished  by  the  State  and  County.  We  have,  therefore, 
caused  articles  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  covering  this  work,  and 
we  strongly  recommend  favorable  action  on  the  part  of  the  town 
meeting  members. 

Visit  of  U.  S.  S.  Hatfield 

The  town  was  honored  by  a  visit,  over  the  Fourth  of  July,  of 
the  U.  S.  S.  Hatfield,  flagship  of  Destroyer  Division  Seven.  This 
courtesy  call  was  arranged  through  the  kindness  of  the  late  Con- 
gressman A.  Piatt  Andrew.  In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom, 
arrangements  were  made  for  entertaining  the  officers  and  men  at- 
tached to  the  ship.  Financial  assistance  was  extended  to  the  local 
American  Legion  and  V.  F.  W.  Posts  which  assisted  in  the  enter- 
taining plans.  Transportation  facilities  were  provided  from  ship  to 
shore  for  the  personnel  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Hatfield.  A  communication 
has  been  received  from  the  Commander  of  Destroyer  Division  Seven 
expressing  the  thanks  of  all  those  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Hatfield 
for  the  hospitable  reception  accorded  them  while  in  Swampscott. 

General  Remarks 

The  reduction  of  the  tax  rate  referred  to  before  is  a  source  of 
pride  to  all  town  officials.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of- 
ficers and  boards  as  well  as  the  individual  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  who  have  co-operated  in  bringing  about  this  reduction. 

It  has  been  our  policy  in  the  operation  of  our  own  department 
as  well  as  in  the  departments  coming  under  our  jurisdiction  to  elimi- 
nate wasteful  expenditures  so  frequently  found  where  the  spending 
of  public  funds  is  concerned.  It  is  our  firm  belief  that  savings  of  this 
type  are  the  desire  of  the  citizens,  rather  than  a  tax  reduction  re- 
sulting from  a  curtailment  of  public  service  which  the  townspeople 
expect.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Blaney  circle 
as  a  public  way,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  accor- 
dance with  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  and  to 
appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Farragut 
road,  from  Ellis  road  to  Paradise  road,  with  bituminous  macadam 
and  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of 
Highways. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  surface  water 
drain  with  the  necessary  catch  basins  in  Beach  Bluff  avenue,  from 
Hawthorne  Brook  culvert,  a  distance  of  1100  feet,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  surface  water 
drain  in  Phillips  avenue  and  Lincoln  circle,  with  the  necessary  catch 
basins,  a  distance  of  770  feet,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  surface  water 
drain  for  about  600  feet,  with  necessary  catch  basins,  on  Ocean 
avenue  and  to  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Thomas  W.  Rogers. 

Article  51.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  sewer  in  Lin- 
coln circle,  a  distance  of  approximately  1035  feet,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  requested  by  Francis  W.  Paine  and  John  H. 
Blodgett,  trustees. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  water  main  in 
Lincoln  circle,  a  distance  of  approximately  880  feet,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  requested  by  Francis  W.  Paine  and  John  H. 
Blodgett,  trustees. 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  surface  water 
drain,  with  necessary  catch  basins,  from  about  395  Essex  street, 
northerly,  for  a  distance  of  about  150  feet. 

Article  54.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  water  main 
from  the  Stand  Pipe  on  State  road  to  Salem  street,  a  distance  of 
approximately  4,300  feet,  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
Atlantic  avenue,  a  distance  of  approximately  625  feet,  and  appro- 
priate money  therefor,  as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board. 

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  Hawthorae 
Brook  culvert  to  Humphrey  street,  and  appropriate  money  therefor, 
as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board.

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  furnish  and  lay  about 
500  feet  of  water  main  on  Catalpa  circle,  and  appropriate  the  money 
for  same,  as  recommended  by  James  Nason. 

Article  59.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  furnish  and  lay  about 
300  feet  of  sewer  on  Catalpa  circle,  and  appropriate  the  money  for 
same,  as  recommended  by  James  Nason. 

Article  60.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
Hampshire  street,  and  to  apropriate  the  money  therefor. 

Article  61.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  advisable  from  time  to  time,  govern- 
ing the  conduct  of  persons  using  the  beaches  within  the  town,  and 
the  conduct  of  those  coming  to  and  from  the  beaches. 

Article  62.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  (S400)  to  be  used  for  a  full  time  police 
officer  to  patrol  Fisherman's  Beach  during  the  bathing  season. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  a  certain  por- 
tion of  Himiphrey  street,  extending  from  Atlantic  avenue  easterly 
to  Palmer  avenue,  and  to  appropriate  such  sum  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  this  work,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  by  eminent  do- 
main such  land  bounding  Humphrey  street,  between  Atlantic  avenue 
and  Palmer  avenue,  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  effect  the  wid- 
ening of  this  portion  of  Humphrey  street,  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  dated  January,  1934,  drawn  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  the  Town  Engineer, 
and  to  appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefor,  as  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  65.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  (85,700)  or  such  other  sum 
as  may  be  necessary  to  install  new  toilets  in  the  Clarke  School,  as 
recommended  by  the  School  Committee. 

Article  66.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  such  changes 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  Town  Hall  as  will  make  the  space  now  so 
occupied  available  for  offices,  such  changes  to  include  new  heating 
and  lighting  arrangements,  and  to  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  67.  To  see  if  the  tow^n  will  vote  to  amend  and  add  to 
its  building  laws.  Chapter  XI,  Article  IH,  Section  3,  entitled  "Loca- 
tion" after  words  "recognized  fire  proof  construction"  in  sentence 
relating  to  buildings  on  railroad  right  of  way,  the  following:  "and, 
furthermore,  any  garage  constructed  of  a  recognized  fire  proof  con- 
struction may  be  built  upon  the  property  line,"  as  recommended  by 
the  Building  Inspector. 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  zoning 
by-laws  by  adding  to  said  by-laws  wherein  there  is  established  the 
General  Residence  District,  the  following: 

The  provisions  of  these  by-laws  shall  not  preclude  the  use  of 
the  premises,  consisting  of  land  and  buildings,  at  42  Walker  road, 
Swampscott,  as  a  convalescent  home. 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rezone  the  property, 
appearing  on  Assesors'  plans,  plate  21,  lot  26,  located  at  the  north- 
easterly corner  of  Puritan  road  and  Woodbine  avenue,  to  a  double 
residence  district  from  a  single  residence  district,  as  now  consti- 
tuted. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  an  asphalt 
sidewalk  on  both  sides  of  Bay  View  drive  at  its  easterly  end  on  that 
part  not  already  so  constructed,  a  distance  of  approximately  250 
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feet,  to  the  junction  of  Millet  road,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  71.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  by  eminent  do- 
main such  land  at  the  westerly  junction  of  Cedar  Hill  terrace  and 
Bay  View  avenue,  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  widen  this  sec- 
tion and  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  petitioned  for  by  Ernest  M. 
Folger,  et  al. 

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  remove  the  ledge  at 
the  northerly  side  of  Millett  road. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  reserve 
police  force  from,  three  to  five,  as  recommended  by  the  Chief  of 
Police. 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law  or  some  modification  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  regulating 
billboards  or  other  outdoor  advertising  devices: 

Section  1.  Authorization.  In  conformity  with  the  General  Laws  and 
lawful  state  regulations  for  the  proper  control  and  restriction 
of  outdoor  advertising  devices,  and  without  relaxing  any  restric- 
tions on  said  devices  imposed  by  such  regulations,  said  devices 
in  the  town  of  Swampscott  are  hereby  further  restricted  as  pro- 
vided in  the  following  sections: 

Section  2.  Exemptions:  This  by-law  shall  apply  exclusively  to  out- 
door advertising  within  public  view  of  any  highway,  public  park 
or  reservation.  It  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  con- 
trolled under  the  provisions  of  Section  1,  2  or  8,  of  Chapter  85, 
General  Laws,  or  to  signs  or  other  devices  on  or  in  the  rolling 
stock,  stations,  subways  or  structures  of  or  used  by  common 
carriers,  except  advertising  devices  on  bridges  or  viaducts  or 
abutments  thereof:  and,  except  for  lawful  restriction  as  to  size 
and  location,  it  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  which 
advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying  the  premises 
in  question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon  or  advertise  the 
property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let  and 
which  contain  no  other  advertising  matter.  It  also  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  any  advertising  device  legally  permitted  and  maintained 
on  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  by-law,  until  one  year 
after  the  first  day  of  July  next  following  said  date. 

Section  3.  Definitions: 

"Advertising  devices"  shall  mean  billboards,  painted  bulletins, 
poster  panels,  signs,  placards  and  other  outdoor  units  designed 
to  call  public  attention  to  the  matter  displayed  thereon. 
"Advertising  sign"  or  "sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertis- 
ing device. 

"Sign-board"  shall  mean  any  structure  designed  for  displaying 

an  outdoor  advertisement. 

"Highway"  shall  mean  any  public  way. 

"Public  Park"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  of  at  least  five 
thousand  square  feet  set  apart  for  beauty  and  public  enjoyment. 
"Public  reservation"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  set  apart 
for  recreational  use,  as  a  state  or  municipal  forest,  as  a  protec- 
tion to  a  public  water  supply,  as  a,  memorial,  or  cemetery,  or  as 
a  place  of  unusual  scenic  or  historical  interest. 
"Permitted"  shall  mean  authorized  by  an  official  permit. 
"Display"  shall  mean  to  make  or  maintain  visible  from  any 
highway,  public  park  or  reservation. 

"Area"  of  a  sign  or  signboard  shall  mean  the  area  of  the  face 
view  of  the  entire  device,  including  all  attachments  except  sup- 
ports and  lattice  at  the  base  thereof. 

"Residential  District"  shall  mean  any  area  zoned  as  residential. 
"Non-conforming  business"  shall  mean  a  business  located  in  a 
residential  or  rural  district,  other  than  such  rural  business  as 
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farming  or  the  raising  and  sale  on  the  same  premises  of  farm, 
garden  or  orchard  products. 

"Lawful  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advettising  device  not 
prohibited  by  any  provision  of  law  or  by  any  lawful  regulation. 
"Accessory  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device 
which  carries  only  advertisements  strictly  incidental  and  su- 
bordinate to  a  lawful  use  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located, 
including  signs  indicating  business  transacted  or  goods  sold  or 
produced  on  the  premises  or  an  occupant  thereof,  but  not  in- 
cluding any  sign  sold  or  rented  to  an  outside  party. 
"Sign  on  a  wall"  shall  mean  a  sign  closely  attached  throughout 
to  a  facing  with  that  wall,  or  in  a  window  or  door  therein. 
"Lot"  shall  mean  a  plot  of  ground  containing  and  devoted  to  the 
purposes  of  a  building,  or  laid  out  to  contain  a  building,_  with  all 
required  open  spaces;  or  a  larger  tract  of  unbuilt,  undivided  land 
under  one  ownership. 
Section  4.  General  Restrictions.  No  person,  fii-m,  association  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  erect,  display  or  main- 
tain any  billboard  or  other  outdoor  advertising  device,  not  ex- 
empted by  Section  2  hereof,  except  those  specified  in  paragraphs 
(a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  and  (e)  of  this  section. 

(a)  In  districts  not  of  a  residential  or  rural  character,  any  law- 
ful sign  on  or  attached  to  a  wall  of  a  building  or  any  lawful 
ground  or  roof  sign  or  sign  board  no  part  of  which  extends 
over  fifteen  feet  above  the  part  of  the  ground  or  roof  on 
which  it  stands. 

(b)  In  a  residential  or  rural  district,  any  lawful  accessory  sign 
or  signs  not  exceeding  five  square  feet  in  aggregate  area  on 
any  one  building  or  lot;  or  any  lawful  sign  or  signs  adver- 
tising only  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  premises,  not  exceeding 
a  total  area  of  ten  square  feet;  or,  on  the  premises  of  any 
public  building,  or  of  any  farm,  garden,  tree-nursery  or  for- 
est, any  lawful  accessory  signs  not  exceeding  all  together 
fifteen  square  feet  in  area  within  the  limits  of  said  prem- 
ises; or  any  lawful  accessory  signs  on  the  front  wall  of  any 
building  occupied  by  a  non-conforming  business. 

(c)  Any  lawful  sign  not  exceeding  thirty-tw^o  square  feet  in  area 
displayed  by  the  town,  or  any  sign  displayed  by  the  United 
States,  the  state  or  the  county,  relative  to  government  bus- 
iness. 

(d)  At  any  boundary  line  of  the  town  a  lawful  sign  not  exceed- 
ing five  square  feet  in  area  indicating  the  meetings  of  any 
civic  organization  located  therein. 

(e)  On  property  owned  or  principally  occupied  by  a  religious, 
civic  or  charitable  organization,  association  of  war  veterans 
or  the  like,  any  lawful  accessory  sign  displayed  by  written 
permission  of  the  Selectmen  and  approval  of  the  inspector 
of  buildings  if  any,  for  a  limited  period  not  exceeding  sixty 
days. 

Section  5.  Set-backs.  No  advertising  sign  or  signboard  shall  be 
permitted  or  allowed  to  be  so  located  as  to  obstruct  a  view  be- 
tween any  points  on  connecting  streets  within  fifty  feet  of  a  cor- 
ner of  the  rights  of  way  or  to  obstruct  any  door,  window  or  fire 
escape  on  a  building;  or  if  on  a  roof,  to  be  set  nearer  than  one- 
half  its  height  to  the  wall  thereof  on  a  street  front;  or,  in  a  res- 
idential district,  to  extend  more  than  six  inches  nearer  to  any 
boundary  of  the  lot  or  premises  on  which  it  is  located  than  it 
would  be  lawful  to  maintain  a  building,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  (d)  of  Section  4. 

Section  6.  Prohibitions.  Except  signs  exempted  under  Section  2,  no 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  be  permitted,  or 
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allowed  to  erect,  display  or  maintain  any  billboard  or  other  out- 
door advertising  device  in  any  district. 

(a)  Except  the  owner  or  a  tenant  occupant  of  the  premises 
where  it  is  located,  or  a  party  holding  written  permission 
from  either  to  display  the  device  for  a  limited  period,  which 
party's  name  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  thereon; 

(b)  Upon  any  rock,  tree,  fence  or  pole; 

(c)  Within  one  hundred  feet  of  any  church,  public  building, 
monument  or  memorial,  or  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any 
public  park,  playground,  or  public  reservation,  if  within 
view  from  any  portion  thereof;  except  that  this  paragraph 
shall  not  apply  to  accessory  signs  on  the  walls  of  buildings; 

(d)  If  it  contains  any  obscene,  indecent  or  immoral  matter; 

(e)  Unless  all  parts  and  attachments  and  the  ground  about  the 
base  thereof  are  kept  in  neat  and  safe  condition. 

Section  7.  Administration.  No  advertising  device  for  which  a  per- 
mit from  any  state  authority  is  required  shall  be  erected,  dis- 
played or  maintained  in  the  town  until  five  days  after  a  permit 
therefor  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  has  been  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk.  Whenever  notice  of  an  application  for  such  a  permit  is 
received  by  the  Town  Clerk,  he  shall  immediately  transmit  it  to 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  other  officer,  if  any,  charged  with 
the  administration  of  this  by-law.  Such  officer,  or  in  the  lack  of 
such  officer,  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  thereupon  make  an  examina- 
tion of  the  case  and,  as  promptly  as  possible,  within  thirty  days 
of  the  receipt  of  the  application  by  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  send 
written  notice  to  the  state  authority  to  whom  the  application  is 
addressed,  stating  whether  or  not  the  proposed  advertising  de- 
vice would  violate  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  and,  if  so,  what 
provision.  Like  notice  shall  be  sent  also  to  the  applicant  and  to 
the  owner  or  tenant  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  device. 

At  least  twenty-five  days  before  an  outdoor  advertising  de- 
vice not  requiring  a  permit  from  any  state  authority  and  not 
exempted  under  Section  2  shall  be  erected  or  displayed  in  the 
town,  a  description  thereof  and  of  its  proposed  location  shall  be 
filed  with  the  town  clerk,  after  which  the  procedure  shall  be 
the  same  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph  in  the  case 
of  an  application  for  a  state  permit,  except  that  notice  whether 
or  not  the  device  would  violate  any  provision  of  the  law  shall 
be  sent,  within  twenty  days  after  receipt  of  the  description, 
only  to  the  party  filing  the  same  and  to  the  owner  or  tenant 
of  the  proposed  location. 

Section  8.  Penalties  and  Enforcement.  Whoever  violates  any  pro- 
visions of  sections  4,  5  or  6  hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  whoever  after  final  conviction  for  such  vio- 
lation unlawfully  displays  such  outdoor  advertising  device  for 
twenty  days  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  Selectmen  or  any  officer  charged  with  the  enforcement 
of  this  by-law  shall  cause  any  such  violator  to  be  prosecuted; 
and  shall  notify  the  state  regulatory  authority  of  Outdoor  Ad- 
vertising of  any  and  all  violations  of  lawful  state  regulations. 

Any  town  officer  or  any  interested  party  may  petition  the 
Superior  Court  in  equity  to  enjoin  the  erection  or  maintenance 
of  any  outdoor  advertising  device  erected  or  maintained  in  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  this  by-law.  Town  officials  shall  have 
the  same  right  and  power  to  cause  the  removal  of  any  outdoor 
advertising  device  as  of  any  structure  or  building  maintained  in 
violation  of  a  by-law. 
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Section  9.    If  any  provision  of  this  by-law  is  declared  unconstitution- 
al or  illegal  by  any  court,  the  validity  of  the  remaining  provi- 
sions shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 
Section  10.    All  regulations  for  outdoor  advertising  devices  hereto- 
fore adopted  by  the  town  and  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  foregoing  sections  are  hereby  repealed. 
Article  75.    To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise, 
under  any  general  or  special  law  which  authorizes  the  town  to  raise 
money  by  bon^owing  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  articles. 

The  polls  will  close  at  7  P.M. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  an  at- 
tested copy  thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Post  Offices,  at  least  one 
public  and  conspicuous  place  in  each  precinct  in  the  town,  and  at  or 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  each  railroad  station  in  the  town,  seven 
days  before  the  day  appointed  for  said  meeting.
